FIRST WARD. 

In the First Ward, the gamblers’ paradise, the 
election passed off quite decorousty, though the 
vote shows a falling off of about 0 per cent ar 
compared with that of last fall. The remarka- 
bie feature of the day was the vast number of 
balfots that were deposited on affidavits. They 
aggregated about 30 per cent of the vote. At 
each polling-place the most unblushing frauds 
were committed. Perjury was cheaper than 
dirt, and veters did not seem to command any 
more premium. Nearly all the gamblers and 
“sleeper-stealers" in town were engaged in 
working the First Ward. Peter Paige, a well- 
known brace artist, whe lives on the West Side, 
stood sponsor for a number of dead-beats, who. 
he swore, were legal voters of the ward, and the 
judges so admitted them. George 
Carlin, Billy Gleeson, Mark Yarwood, 
and a very noisy fellow named Sanders, 
swore tLey were householders in the precinct, 
thereby committing perjury, and vouched for a 
mob of other perjurers equally as bad as them- 
selves. The Democrats had a majority of the 
judges, ana they admitted everything. It was 
useless to challenge. Dan Wrenn, the Repub- 
lican judge, was disgusted, Late in the after- 
noon he attempted to arrest a very dirty re- 
peuter, when he was set upon by a howling mob, 
led by Gleeson and Sanders, who threatened to 
mash Dan's nose if he interfered with the fraud. 
Policemen 4 and 11 stood by calmly. They made 
no interference whatever. They were on the 
most friendiy terms with the crooks, who sur- 
rounded the poll, and by whom they were treated 
to unlimited beer. At the other precincts the 
same general appearance of things prevailed. 
Joseph Chesterfieid Mackin presided at the Dear- 
born street engine-house, and devoted all his 
evergies to the interests of Mike Burke, candi- 
date for Alderman. 

SECOND WARD. 

At the polls in the Second Ward all national 
ties were represented except the Chinese. The 
Democratic rounders from “the levee had it 
their own way at all the precincts but two on 
the east side of the ward. The contest between 
Billings and Ballard tor Alderman was the ooca- 
sion of much missionary labor among the col- 
ored population, among whom the Harrison 
ticket seemed to find much favor. The gam- 
bling- house nigs were liberally provided with 
money,and they used it to good advantage. 
Two or three gamblers of notoriety prowled 
around the State street precincts and reinforced 
the levee gang with money wherever it was 
needed. The Milwaukee branch of the faro- 
banks contributed $5,000 for distribution in the 
First and Second Wards, and a delegation from 
St. Louis and Texas increased the wealth of the 
venal voters in both wards by several thousand 
dollars. 

At the First Precinct of the Second Wardsome 
bummers raised a cry that Officer Peterson, than 
whom there ia pot a better policeman on the 
force, was interfering to prevent Democrats 
from voting. After various skirmishes a

the premises. Mr. Bauder replied that be had 
been appointed judge of election and that he 
intended to perform the duties of the office to 
the best of his ability. He reminded the Demo- 
cratic judges that, through a mistake, the other 
Repudiican judge was not present, and that he 
was the only man left to look after the interests 
ot Republican voters.

The Democratic and 
Socialistic ticket-peddlers outnumbered the Re- 
publicaus three to one. In the Eighth Precinct 
they ap d to outnumber the voters, The 
saioon ere all open., and some of them ap- 
pea to be remarkadtwwell patronized. 

In the Ninth’ Precinct several fights occurred, 
and though no one appeared to know what they 
were fighting about one unfortunate had an eye 
knocked out and another a 860 overcoat de- 
stroyed.

FIFTEENTH WARD. 


There probabiy never was a more quiet elec- 
tion than that in the Fifteenth ard.

They were so reg- 
istered to avoid the unpleasant curiosity 
which the presence of the Boycotts, if 
known, would have aroused among the pas- 
sengers.

THEIR SECRET WAS WELL KEPT 
on the steamer. Mr. Boycott says he has 
merely come over to see the country he has 
heard so much of, and to visit some friends. 
He cannot say whether he will determine to 
settle here. All depends upon peace and 
order being restored in Ireland by the pres- 
ent Ministry. When asked what in his 
opinion would be the future of Ireland, he 
replied: ; 

No human being can foretell that. With 
afirm Ministry her future would be bright 
and prosperous, but with a vacillating Gov- 
ernment there is no hope of protection of 
life or property, or of the, establishment of 
industries backed up by English capital. No 
man can possibly tell what will happen. I 
was talking the other morning to an Irish 
emigraut, who was quite ignorant of my

I asked him what the Irish would do 
with them, to which he replied ‘ Troth, sir, 
that’s more than | know, for they would not 
have money to stock it themselves.“ The 
truth is, these people are thoroughly spoiled, 
They have been humored like a child who, 
when it cries, is given what it wants, and 
therefore naturally the next time it wants 
something else it cries for it. I don’t blame

THE RESOLUTIONS OF THE PRODUCE EX- 
CHANGE. 
New York, April 5.—Following are the 


resolutions in full unanimously adopted at 
the special meeting of the Produce Ex- | 


change, called to consider the subject of free 
canals: 


R That the wonderful growth of the 
State of New York in the past in population, in 
foreign and domestic commerce, and iu material 
wealth, by reason of whictashe bears upchal- 
lenged the proud title of “Empire State,“ has 
been largely due to the wise and fur-see 
policy which constructed ber system of interna 
waterways, connecting the chain of lakes with 
the pavigabie waters of the Hudgon, and that to 
this policy more than any other cause, if not to 
all other causes combined, is due also to the pre- 
eminent position which the City of New York 
beids as the commercial metropolis of the 


United States. 

Resotved. That the position heretdfore held by 
the City and Stateof New York is in serious 
jeopardy, and cannot be much longer retained 
without prompt and vigorous action. Rivul seu- 
board cities, by herculean effurts. — the lavish 
use of capital, and by availing of all resources 
of engineering skili, have pane far toward neu- 
traliz the —— advantages of our 
State, and toward wresting from us the traffic 
in the products of the great West. Cunada, in 
pursuance of an enlightened public’ policy and 
by vast expenditures, has nearly completed the 
improvement of the Welland Canal, which wil! 
be ready for operationin a few months; and 
last, though not least, the Mississippi and New 
Orleans route now looms yp as one of our most 
tormidabie competitors.

A STRANGE CONSPIRACY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—A plot to destroy the 
life of Peter Trimmer, a resident of Manches- 
terborough, York County, was discovered to-day 
before the conspirators had accomplished their 
purpose. A bottie labeled “ Whisky for Peter 
Trimmer was placed in a feed-chest in a barn 
where Mr. Trimmer usually goes the first thing 
in the morning to feed stock, and which it was 
supposed he would drink. Fortunately, a 
daughter of Mr. Trimmer went first to the barn 
on Monday zforning, and, discovering the se- 
creted bottle, suspected some crooked business, 
and took the bottle to a physician, who analyzed 
its contents, and found. that it contained 
a quantity of poison. Mr. Trimmer is somewhat 
addicted to drinking, which the parties evi- 
dently knew, and set this deadly draught where 
he would be almost certain to find it. As to who 
the perpetrators of this plot are there is no 
clew, but there is a general idea existing that it 
was done for the purpose of realizing a heavy 
amount of insurance which is held on his life. 
Mr. Trimmer is about 70 years of age. His 
life is insured in various speculative com- 


panies for upward of $20,000, the poli- 
cies being held by a number of 
different purties. He was insured some time 
ago, andgyas considered, on account of bis ace 
and in perate habits, xn good subject for 
speculation.

' THE ELECTION YESTERDAY. 
Carter H. Harrison was yesterday re- 
elected Mayor of Chieago by a majority 
approximating 6,000, 

Mr. Clark was defeated because: 

1. The very class of men who induced him 
to be a candidate and worked to secure his 
nomination failed to exert themselves to 
bring out a large vote forhim. A number 
of them did not even take the trouble to 
vote, and comparatively few were present at 
the polis during the day. 

2. There was a heavy defection among the 
Germans, influenced by the saloonkeepers, 
who approve of Harrison’s free-and-easy 
methods. 

. The Irish vote was cast nearly solid for 
Harrison. Those who said they would vote 
| for Clark were, with a few exceptions, 
coaxed or whipped in. 

4. The Socialists, who gave Dr. Schmidt 
475 000 votes in 1879, cast an insignifi- 
cant scattering vote, hardly worth counting, 
for their own candidates this year. The bulk 
of them voted on the side which represented 
the least law and order and the most tend- 
ency to licentious conduct, disorder, and 
chaos. From this source Harrison received 
at least 8,000 votes. 

5. There was a strange apathy among thou- 
sands of Americans, ordinarily Republicans, 
for reasons best known to themselves. Prob- 
ably 10,000 Republicans refused or neglected 
to vote. Some of these professed to be satis- 
fied with Harrison’s financial administration, 
but many others were swayed by motives of 
another character. 4 

6. The power of the protected gamblers ex- 
tended to several thousand persons who fre- 
quent their dens, and who voted for Harri- 
son to avoid any interference with their pur- 
suits by Clark. Many of these call them- 
selves Republicans at Presidential elections. 

7. There was an enormous amount of il- 
legal voting in the First, Second, and some 
other wards, the proof of which lies in the 
proportion of votes sworn in to those cast by 
registered voters. While the gains to Harri- 
son from this source were not sufficient to 
change the result, they largely increased his 
majority. 

THe Tamer regrets the defeat of Mr. 
Clark, because we think his election would 
have been a great public benefit. He is a 
clean, reputable, wholesome man, an up- 
right and honorable gentleman, and a 
person well qualified by experience and char- 
acter to discharge with credit to himself 
and to the City of Chicago the duties 
of the Mayor’s office. His defeat is not a loss 
to him, but to the people. He was a most 
reluctant candidate, and he will return to 
the care of his large business interests with 
the consciousness that he has done his whole 
duty as a citizen, and with no regret for his 
own sake that he has not been required to 
make the sacrifices which the Mayoralty 
would have demanded of him. 

As to Mr. Harrison, we have notbing to 
say. Ile is nota better man to-day than he 
was yesterday, and his policyin many re- 
spects no more represents the better senti- 
mentof this great commercial community 
now than it did then. N 


. THE SENATORIAL DEADLOCK... 

The caucus of the Republican Senators we 
fear made a mistake in its determination to 
prolong the struggle over the proposition to 
elect Senate clerks even to the exclusion of 
the executive business for which the Senate 
was convened in extra session by the Presi- 
dent. Such a conclusion foreshadows an in- 
definit political discussion, which can only 
be brought to an end by a surrender of one 
side or the other, of which there is apparent- 
ly no prospect, or by some unforeseen acci- 
dent. In the meantime the affairs of the new 
Administration are considerably embarrassed 
by the uncertain tenure of Government of- 
ficilals whose terms have expired, and the 
vexatious importunities of the officeseekers. 
The Supreme Court, for instance, is without 
a quorum whenever une of the active Judges 
is sick or absent, because the vacancy on that 
Bench is not filled, while two of the Judges 
who retain their places are incapacitated. 
The business of the Administration is blocked 
in many ways, and even the political session 
of the Senate has become tiresome to the 
public. The recent caucus sought to disarm 
criticism by formulating two propositions de- 
signed to justify its action. These proposi- 
tions are as follows: 


First—That the question involved in the Demo- 
cratic o tion to the nding resolution is 
whether a majority or minority of the Senate 
shall control its action; that for the majority to 
succumb to the minority now on the matter of a 
choice of officers would simply pave the way for 
a submission to the minority in matters of 
greater tm nee hereafter; and that. as there 
is no legisiative business to be transacted at this 
session and no injury likely to result to public 
interests from delay in confirming 1 
to offices already filled, the present is the 
time to meet the * — above indicated and 1— 
taiu the principle that the will of the majority 
must prevail. 

Second—That the election of candidates nomi-

Neither of these propositions will stand the 
test of analysis; and, unless the Republic- 
ans in the Senate can suggest some better 
reason for maintaining the present dead- 
lock, they will do well to abandon the strug- 
gle, confirm the President's appointments, 
and return to their homes. 

1. It is true that the Republicans in the 
Senate have a “constitutional majority” 
with the vote of the Vice-President, but it 
is equally true that they have not a consti- 
tutional quorum” when the Democrats re- 
fuse to vote, since the Vice-President can 
only vote in the case of a tie. It is folly, 
then, to insist upon the rights of a majority 
which cannot be enforced by a quorum. 
The Democrats had a clear majority in the 
last House of Representatives, Lut owing to 
absence, indifference, and disaffection they 
were not able to secure a quorum of their 
own number at any time during the last 
session when the Republicans resolved to 
withhold their votes. The Republicans in 
the present Senate are in even a worse pre- 
dicament, for, if they may rely upon 
the constant presence and codperation 
of ali the Republican Senators, they 
will still be unable to prevail, because their 
full complement falls one short of giving 
them a quorum whenever it is necessary to 
proceed without Democratic votes. The 

have carried their obstructive 
measures far enough to demonstrate their 
intention to filibuster to any length that may 
be necessary to enable them to retain the 
Senate patronage for their henchmen till the 
regular session. The responsibility has thus 
been assumed by the Democrats for-the sake 
ol the small share of the spoils that is left to 
them, and the Republicans can better afford 
te finish up the executive business and ad- 
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the vacation, and that is all the péint there is 
in issue. 

2. The second reason promulgated by the 
Republican Senators for the absurd waste of 
time and flagrant neglect of business is no 
detter than the first. It is not the special 
function of the United States Senate at any 
time to shape the politics of the country. At 
this time the Senate’s business is merely to 
confirm or reject Executive appointments, 
The project to “ sustain and promove an alli- 
ance of Republicans and Independent Demo- 
crats in Virginia and other Southern States 
in opposition to the Bourbon Democrats is, 
consequently, extra-Senatorial. It may be 
admitted that such an. achievement, if 
brought about as a natural incident of the 
session, would be a boon to the country, both 
North and South; but it does not follow that 
this end will be promoted by any effort in this 
direction in prolonging an executive session 
in a squabble over clerkships for several 
months to the neglect of public business. 
Nor is it by any means certain that the elec- 
tion of Riddleberger, Mahone’s candidate for 
Sergeant-at-Arms, will in itself be of 
very material assistance in Virginia and the 
South. The issue between Mahone and the 
Bourbons has already been made. The elec- 
tion of Mahone’s candidate would only em- 
phasize the Republican purpose to welcome 
Mahone and others like him in good faith. 
But of this there is now no reasonable doubt 
either North or South, and, if the anti-Bour- 
bon Democrats of Virginia are sincere in the 
proféssions which Senator Mahone has made 
on their behalf, they are as well prepared 
now to make their fight as they will be after 
Riddleberger shall have been elected. 

The Senate should proceed to the execu- 
tive business without farther delay. Upto 
the present time the Democrats may be fairly 
held accountable for the obstruction of busi- 
ness. Butthe Republicans must be careful 
not to assume that responsibility in the eyes 
of the public by persisting ln a purpose which 
they have not now the — to carry out. 

THE OUTLOOK FOR GREECE. 

Late advices from Europe have a warlike 
tone. The compromise terms for the ex 
tension of the Grecian frontier offered by 
Turkey are not satisfactory to the Hellenes. 
The Grecian Government is hardly a free 
agent in the matter. The pressure of public 
opinion behind it for the acquisition of 
Epirus as well as Thessaly is practically 
irresistible. Preparations for war have long 
been carried forward on a large scale The 
idea is familiar to the people, and a vast ma- 
jority of them will be opposed to a compro- 
mise, which would be, in their opinion, 
equivalent to a base surrender of more than 
half of all they have contended for. 
Grecian temperament is excitable and san- 
guine. The imagination of the people is 
easily inflamed. The national sentiment, 
which has been carefully cultivated for halt 
a century,is stronger than those who seek 
to guide and control it, and it points always 
in the direction of unity and national 
aggrandizement. The Greeks believe, and 
not without reason, that whenever they shall 
be actually involved in a war with 
Turkey they will have the sympathy 
and aid of Europe. Mey rely upon ties of 
religion, race, and association, and the affec- 
tion of civilized nations for their historical 
character to help them in this emergency; 
and though they may be again disappointed, 
as they have been many times before, they 
will none the less be encouraged to make 
the trial. 

The Greek question is one of those issues 
of which it has been truly said that they have 
“no pity for the repose of the nations.“ 
Whatever the decision may be in the present 
instance it cannot be final. The process of 
Greek unification must go on until it is com- 
pleted. Resistance to it in the long run 
must be as ineffectual as the opposition of 
Europe to the reunion of Italy. Greece has 
already made enormous strides in the direc- 
tion of national unity. The Turkish yoke 
has been thrown off the Peloponnesus. The 
constitutional monarchy has been estab- 
lished, and the mass of the people collected 
in the Kingdom proper are attracting to them- 
selves by the irresistible influence of 
a common religion, language, and lit- 
erature their natural countrymen in 
all the surrounding provinces. The 
forces in operation in this instance are 
stronger than in the case of Servia by as 
much as the idea of a Pan-lfellenic confedera- 
tion is more powerful than that of a Pan- 
Slavic nation. But the same religious sym- 
pathy which made the Christians of all Eu- 
rope secret allies of Bulgaria and Servia, and 
prevented England from interfering on be- 
half of Turkey, operates still more swiftly 
and directly in the case of Greece. Europe 
never would consent to see Greece, to whom 
the world owes so much, and in Whose early 
glory science, literature, and modern prog- 
ress took their rise, dismembered or tram- 
pled under foot by Mussuimans. While 
Greece is an hereditary ally, Turkey is an 
hereditary foe. 

It may be that the Greeks are tempting 
their fate in rushing now into a war with a 
more powerful adversary; but, whether this 
be so or not, they may rest confidently in the 
belief that their revenge cannot be long post- 
poned. It is written in the books that Greece 
shall have not only Thessaly, but Epirus and 
Macedonia, Crete and the islands of the sea. 
There are 4,000,000 Greeks in these territories 
and in Asia Minor. They are the most alert, 
vigorous, and acute race in that region. 
They are the schoolmasters, the traders, and 
in many instances the tax-gatherers of the 
Turkish Government. Though their aspira- 
tions may be concealed, they are never whol- 
ly abandoned. When the struggle comes 
they will always be found on the side of 
Grecian supremacy. Meanwhile they will 
never abandon the hope that their children 
and grandchildren, if not themselves, wil! 
see all the old Grecian territory inhabited by 
a majority of Greek-speaking people gath- 
ere d together in one harmonious and cata 
ful . 
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STANDARD TIME. 
The American Metrological Society is now 
moving in favor of areform which should 
long since have been adopted. It pro- 


—— 


recognition of already established, me- 
ridians, at equal hour distances from each 
other, taking Green wieh as the starting-point. 
Thus, for the Upper Lake region, the Valleys 
of the Mississippi and Missouri, and the 
State of Texas, the meridian of 90 degrees 
West should be the standard for clocks and 
watches. That is, the timepieces within 
that region of ntry should be regarded as 
correct, when showing the time on the nine- 
tieth meridian, irrespective of local time. 
The result for this city would be the setting 
back of the clocks about 9 minutes, making 
them show the hour of 6:00 a. m. when it is 
noon at Greenwich, which occurs when it 
is actually 6:09; at Chicago. ‘The difference 
for St. Louis would be only about one minute 
in the other direction, the ninetieth merid- 
ian running through the western part of 
lilinois, Similarly the meridian of 60 de- 
grees, or four hours, would be the standard 
for time in the British Dominions on the 
Lower St. Lawrence; and the five-hour 
meridian would be the standard for New York, 
Washington, and all the Eastern States, in- 
cluding New England. The latter it is pro- 
posed to call “ Atlantie time and ours “ Val- 
ley In like manner the meridian of 
seven hours will be the standard “ Mountain 


| time” for the whole Rocky Mountain region; 
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poses the establishment of, or-rather the 


— Greenwich, will govern the horologes 
of the Pacific States, if the plan be adopted. 

It is evident that with such a change in 
our mode of time-keeping, the true local 
time would be recorded in very few places 
on the continent. But in that respect we are 
not much better off now, as the time of a 
good many “ leading” centres is the standard 
for the country adjacent to each. The 
change would carry with it the immense 
advantage of a much smaller number of 
stahdards than now exist, and abolish the 
annoying confusion in which the traveler so 
often finds himself in tryimg to pass from 
one railroad system to another, with time- 
standards differing by some minutes anda 
few seconds. The differences are so irregu- 
lar that not one person in a thousand can re- 
member any of them, and scarcely one in a 
million has memorized them all. The cir- 
cular issued by the Society says: 


ote seventy stand meridians are now iu 
railroad and ether companies throughout 
United States and Canada: the larger towns 
— cities frequently adopt their own special 
local times and the smaller ones adopt the rail- 
road times most convenient to them; there are 
thus now in ordinary use at least 100 local times 
or meridians, many ot them differing but a few 
mi nutes from each other. 


Instead of all this, the proposed system 
would substitute only five different standards 
for the entire continent; and two of those 
would cover the whole of the area which, 
up to a few years ago, was included in the 
United States. The five and six hour merid- 
lans would govern all from the Atlantic 
coast to the foot of the Rocky Mountains, 
and the interval of one hour between the two 
is large enough to permit one to make the 
change without mistake, and simple enough 
to be easily remembered. 

We note that the Weather Bureau at Wash- 
ington Has signified its willingness to co- 
operate in the proposed reform to the extent 
of maintaining a public “time bali,” to be 
dropped precisely at the standard noon at ail 
places where the Bureau has established a 
signal station; provided that the required 
signal be given without cost to the Depart- 
ment. The time-signal could be given from 
the Dearborn Observatory, and the ball 
dropped from a suitable station in this city, 
with little trouble or cost to any one here. 
The establishment of a “time ball” would 
probably not be found of great advantage 
here, as we are already provided with 
a system of time sigrals. But the ball would 
be very useful elsewhere; and the proposed 
reform in standard time should be at once 
adopted by Chicago, as an example to the 
slower people outside this city.

THE BARBED-WIRE MONOPOLY. 

Perhaps no device discovered or utilized 
since those of the reaping-machine and the 
cotton-gin has been of such value to the 
American people as the production of wire 
adapted to fences, and so provided with 
barbs, thorns, or prickers as to successfully 
exclude live stock from fields, or when in to 
keep them in. The cotton-gin was applica- 
ble only to a single crop, and the reaper was 
also limited to grain, but the barbed-wire 
fences are useful to every foot of inclosed 
land in the United States, and to every man 
inhabitihg a region where a horse, cow, 
sheep, hog, or other animal is produced and 
grown. It is useful where live stock roam 
to keep them out of cultivated fields, and 
as useful when they are herded in 
keeping them in their allotted range. 
The item of fencing is an important 
one in every sense to the American farmer, 
and more especially to those inhabiting the 
timberless plains west and northwest of the 
Ohio River and from the Mississippi Kiver to 
the Rio Grande. The cost is one of immense 
magnitude. The destruction of the pine 
forests by fire and to meet the demand for 
lumber has so rapidly exhausted the supply 
that the cost of fencing is in excess of 
the ability of land-owners to do any fenc- 
ing. The living hedge has not proved a 
success.. All other fences have measurably 
failed, especially to meet the immense de- 
mand. The barbed fence at last was found 
to meet the public want. It is impossible to 
estimate the immensity of the fencing needed 
in this country. 

The original cost of the cedar posts and the 
lumbert for fencing was very great, and this 
cost was a continuous one. It required con- 
stant attention and labor to keep it in any 
serviceable condition, and it was subject to 
It required three 
cedar posts to the one post required for the 
wire fence. It was easily broken, easily 
pushed over, its great weight rendered the 
posts insecure, and the whole was easily 
thrown down bythe cattle. It seemed to 
catch the snow in such drifts, that the 
stock were able to walk upon these 
drifts over the fence. Altogether a 
post and board fence, even after its 
original heavy cost, was a perpetual cost 
of monéy and labor to keep it in any sort of 
safe condition. The barb-wire fence is much 
preferable. It requires two-thirds less posts, 
is comparatively lighter, is not thrown 
down by wind or snow; does not catch the 
snow and it in drifts; is even in case of 
a br y and cheaply repaired, but, 
above otects itself against any pressure 
or v ce from live stock. An oxora 
horse never touches it but once, and that 
very briefly. 

A ton of this barbed iron will make two 
miles of three-strand fence. The amount 
of wire sold in 1880 was 40,000 tons, equal 
to 80,000 miles of three-strand fence built in 
the year 1880, 

The original invention or utilization of this 
kind of fence was exceedingly crude, and it 
was ‘followed rapidly by a number of pat- 
ents, resuiting in the development of the 
“barb.” The original patent, and some one 
‘or two others, the latter producing the barb, 
“were purchased by a manufacturing estab- 
lishment in Massachusetts; then the original, 
with some of the later improvements, were 
surrendered and reissued as one patent. In 
the meantime other persons produced other 
devices, and a lively competition was at once 
begun. The holders of the original and con- 
solidated patents at once begun Suits to sup- 
press all other manufacturers. This suit 
was decided last December, by Judge 
Blodgett in favor of the complainant. All 
other manufacturers have been enjoined, and 
last January there was a conference in this 
city, at which it was said the successful pat- 
entees submitted terais upon which all other 
manufacturers were obliged to take out 
licenses and pay a royalty for the privilege. 
Thus was established one of the greatest 
monopolies ever created in this country. 

We do not propose to discuss the correct- 
ness of Judge Blodgett’s decision, further 
than to point out how narrow and shadowy 
the technicality on which the monopoly, for 
twenty years or more to come, of manufact- 
uring perhaps a thousand millions of miles 
of barbed wire for fencing was judicially es- 
tablished, at the cost of many millions of 
dollars a year to the people of this country. 
The creation of this giant monopoly, which 
promises to be peecuniarily the greatest ever 
existing in the United States, has not even 
the redeeming consideration of reward- 
ing the inventor or the inventive 
genius who utilized two well-known 
objects by combining them. The “invent- 
ors“ if they can justly lay claim to such 
titles, were paid all they considered their in- 
ventions were worth, and the village black- 
smiths or other non-inventive men who 
bought the invention have become the pro- 
prietors of a judicially created monopoly more 
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to new uses. It was, however, exceed 

ticult to draw the dividing line between 

If barbed wire had been applied to any other 
use it would not have — inveutive Zuill to 
afterward apply it to fences: but there was no 
evidence that such had been 
quired invention to devise and produce a barbed 
wire which could be used for fences. In the ab- 
sence of any other test, courts had assumed that 
the fact of the acceptance of a new device or 
combination by the public, and putting it into 
extensive use, was evidence t it was the 
product ot invention. In other words, utility 
was suggestive of originality. 

It is here conceded that wire fences of 
various kinds have been in use for years, 
and that barbs and spikes had also been in 
uge as parts of fences; spiked railings were 
well known; it is also conceded that a patent 
must be the result of inventive genius“ 
and not of a mechanical utilization of things 
previously known and in use. It was further 
conceded that it was extremely “difficult to 
draw the dividing line between the two,” 
but the fact that barbed wire entered so 
rapidly into use must be accepted as evi- 
dence of original inventive genius. In short, 
the Court held that the greater the benefit to 
mankind, the stronger was the obligation 
upon the Courts to determine, in a doubtful 
case, against common right, and against the 
interests of mankind in favor of a single 
person. All laws granting special rights 
and privileges to the exclusion of all others 
have been construed strictly, and all diffi- 
culties and doubts have been held in favor of 
the public or general as apposed to special 
interests; but in this case the rightofa 
purchaser of another man’s doubtful, ques- 
tionable, and shadowy originality, to collect 
a tax from the present fifty millions anda 
future hundred millions other people of the 
United States has been affirmed. 

This judgment of the Court is in one sense 
a finality. All othermanufacturers have been 
enjoined from making this description of 
wire. It is true they can appeal, but they 
must continue pending the appeal (say three 
years) to pay the royalty to the successful 
suitor in the preliminary suit. 

We yesterday published the proceedings 
of a conveltion of farmers in Iowa remon- 
strating against this judicially-created mo- 
nopoly. We suggest that the farmers of III. 
nois, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, Texas, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, and Dakota take similar ac- 
tim. Wesuggest that they make this case 
their own; that they become, through some 
agency, the manufacturer of barbed wire; 
let them be prosecuted, and an appeal be 
taken to the Supreme Court, and have this 
question authoritatively settied. 

To show the magnitude of this monopoly, 
a few figures only are necessary. The Mas- 
sachusetts Company may fix its royalty at 
what rate it pleases. Last year the manu- 
facture was 40,000 tons, and the royalty de- 
manded was three cents per pound, or 
$60 per ton of 2,000 pounds. A ton 
will make two miles of fence. The 
royalty, then, at three cents per pound, 
is equal to $30 per mile of fence; 
at two cents it is $20 per mile: and at one 
cent it will be $10 per mile. This is in addi- 
tion to the cost of the wire and posts and the 
labor employed in making the fence. At 
three cents per pound, the royalty on the 80,- 
000 miles of wire fence sold in 1880 will be 
$2,400,000; at two cents, $1,600,000; and at 
one cent, $800,000, 

With this royalty set aside, and the manu- 
facture made free, this barbed-wire fence 
can be produced in every State of the coun- 
try, and sold to consumers at one-half its 
present price. In such case the 40,000 tons 
of 1880 would be 100,000 tons in 1881, and the 
manufacture would go on. increasing until 
the miles of such fence in the country would 
go far up into the hundreds of millions. 
Is this development to be arrested by a mere 
pretense of originality, a shadow of inventive 
genius, demanding its blood-money for every 

f these millions of miles of wire? 


RISE IN WAGES AND COST OF: LIVING. 

There seems to be a general movement in 
all parts of the country by the various 
branches of industrial labor for an increase 
of wages. The first advance demanded 
ranges fröm 10 to 20 per cent, to be followed 
according to circumstances by an additional 
increase as the consequent rise in the cost of 
living takes place. There is nothing more 
natural among men who are dependent upon 
wage-labor than to seek to have that labor as 
productive as possible, and therefore an in- 
crease In the sum of daily or weekly wages 
appeals strongly to all, and yet there are im- 
portant economical considerations which un- 
fortunately fail to receive that attention 
which they merit, and which have a direct 
bearing on this question. > 

Two years ago, to go no further back, there 
was a sudden demand for iron and steel, and 
in a brief time all the mills and furnaces had 
orders equaling their full capacity. This 
was promptly followed by a demand for an 
increase of wages by all persons engaged in 
those lines of production. This was fol- 
lowed in turn by an advance in the prices of 
iron and steel, and that by another rise in the 
rates of wages. This advance in the price of 
the raw material seriously affected other in- 
dustries, so that prices of all kinds of manu- 
factured articles were adyanced, and, sympa- 
thetically, the wages of all kinds of labor 
advanced proportionately. The result 
was a general increase of the cost 
of living, and as general an _ increase 
in the cost of production of all kinds of man- 
ufactured goods. It did not take long under 
these circumstances for the suspended Brit- 
ish and other European iron and steel mills 
to light up their fires, andin a few months 
fleets of vessels Jaden with foreign steel and 
iron were on their way to this country, not- 
withstanding the enormous protection of the 
tariff. Pig-iron which was selling in May, 
1879, for $18 per ton could not be purchased 
for less than $60 in September, and as a con- 
sequence all Europe shipped pig-iron to this 
country. So with all other commodities. 
During the brief period while these high 
prices prevailed, we imported tens of mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of foreign manufactures 
in excess of what we otherwise would have 
done, because of the inability of American 
manufacturers under the great cost of home 
productions to sell their abnormally dear 
goods in competition with the Europeans, 
notwithstanding the high tariff. The Ameri- 


can market was soon broken down, prices. 


receded rapidly, and in the recession taking 
with them the rates of wages to what they 
were before the rise took place. During the 
eight or ten months the rise in wages and 
of prices prevailed the cost of living in- 
creased to the full extent of the increase in 
wages, so no practical benefits resulted to 
wage-labor. On the contrary, the country 
was filled by an extraordinary importation of 
foreign-made goods, which, until they were 
consumed, were sold to the exclusion of an 
equal amount of domestic-made goods. 

A general advance now in the cost of pro- 
duction, as a result of the increase of wage- 
labor, 
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consumption, and the other 
importation, both causes directly tending 
reduce the employment of labor at home. 

Another consideration is well worthy of 
attention. In the items making up the cost 
of living that of house-rent is one of con- 
siderable magnitude. The owners of dwell- 
ings have taken advantage of the liberal in- 
crease in population to make an increase in 
the rents of “dwellings, and especially of 
those dwellings suitable for single fam- 
ilies. These rents have been increased 
from $30 per month to $40, from $40 to $50, 
from $50 to $65; from $60 to $75, and from 
$75 to $90, or even $100. This advance falls 
with greater severity in proportion to the 
smaliness of the daily earnings. An ad- 
vance of $5 or $8 per month in rent to a 
family whose whole earnings do not exceed 
$600 to $800 a yearis a severe one. Those 
whose occupations permit it can escape this 
exaction by taking houses in some of the 
many suburbs, where they can find comforta- 
ble habitations at one-half the cost of like 
houses in the city. Bat there is a large 
class of our population which cannot go dut 
of the city, and must remain here and en- 
dure this increase of rent. This fact of a 
general increase of rent being a direct addi- 
tion to the cost of living, is, and will be, used 
as a strong argument for as general an in- 
crease in the rate of wages. 

On the other hand, a general advance in 
wages must be attended with an equal ad- 
vance in the price of building material, and 
these together will suspend largely the 
amount of building during the coming sea- 
son. But few dwellings or business build- 
ings are built in seasons of high prices; 80 
should there be, as is expected, this general 
increase in the rates of wages, prices of ma- 
terial, and cost of living, there will be a pro- 
portionate falling off in the amount of build- 
ing done in this city and in the labor em- 
ployed for that purpose during the year.

A CABLE dispatch says that the only nota- 
ble event of the past week in London has been 
the illumination of the business quarter of the 
city with the eiectric light. On Thursday night 
the Brush Company had thirty-two lights re- 
placzag 162 gas-lamps. Siemens had six great 
lights hoisted on tall poles and twenty-eight 
small lights. The streets seemed like day. One 
could easily read newspapers in any part of 
them. The outlines of the great public build- 
ings about the Bank of Engiand were brought 
out with strong effect. The only drawback to 
the experiment was that this part of the city is 
as deserted as Wall and Broad streets at night. 
Comparatively few people saw the experiment 
unless they went expressly. 


Tux relations between Germany and Italy 
are assuming from day to daya more friendly 
character, while at the same rate the ili-feeling 
between the latter and France is increasing in 
consequence of the Tunisian question. The ma- 
jority of the Italian press are strongly advocat- 
ing the proposition that Italy shouid by all 
means now lean on strong Germany.” Already 
the Neue Wiener Tugeblatt talks ot a recent 
treaty between Germany and Italy, and its cor- 
respondent in Rome writes as follows: 

Italy cannot remain isolated any longer. She 
cannot lean any longer on Engiand, which is 
constantly pushed and engaged in so many di- 
rections; and as to France, between her and 
Italy runs the fathomless chasm of the Tunisian 
question. 


Wr have a rival, in the matter of immigra- 
tion, in the Argentine Confederation, which is 
seeking to persuade the European emigrants to 
wend their way to South America. The emigra- 
tion ‘there is very large and growing, having in- 
creased from 40,000 in 1871 to 90,000 last year, 
mainly Swiss, English, Scotch, and Irish. The 
Government is very liberal to emigrants, giving 
them not only plenty of good land, but paying 
part of their passage money and aiding them on 
their arrival. 

Tre barley trade at Oswego from Canada 
is enormous. About 17,459,600 bushels were 
brought over during the last six months to con- 
vert into beer. The increase has been very 
rapid during the past ten years. Although the 
duty is 20 cents per bushel, there is no market so 
good as Oswego.

EARTHQUAKES. 
IN THE ISLAND OF ZANTE. 

Lonpon, April 5.—An earthquake occurred 
in the Island of Zante yesterday. The vibra- 
tions continue to-day and are prolonged, but 
no damage has been done, 

Zante is one of the Ionian islands in the 
Mediterranean, and is about twenty-four 
miles long and twelve miles broad. The east 
coast has a harbor, within which is situated 
the Town of Zante. ‘The greater part of the 
interior of the island consists of an extensive 
fertile plain, which has the appearance of 
being a continuous vineyard. Earthquakes 
are frequent on the island. The most de- 
structive on record took place on the night 
of Dee, 20, 1820, when several houses were 
destroyed and many persons were ‘killed. 
The island has a population of about 40,000, 

IN SCIO. 

ATHENS, April 5.—The Government is 
sending surgeons and money to Scio to re- 
lieve the overwhelming distress caused by 
the earthquake on Sunday. Three thousand 
is still maintained as the estimated number 
killed and wounded. 

RELIEF. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Apru 5.—The latest ac- 
counts from Scio estimate the number of vic- 
tims at 5,000. All the foreign men-of-war at 
Smyrna have started for Scio. Gen. Long- 
street, United States Minister, has ordered 
the corvet Galena to proceed thither with 
succor fur the sufferers. Thirty villages were 
destroyed. Forty thousand people are des- 
titute. Castro, the chief town of Scio, is al- 
mostinruins. Four hundred ¢orpses have 
already been™found. The Porte is taking 
measures to alleviate the sufferings of the 
destitute inhabitants.

BIMETALLISM.

Text of the French and American Pro- 
gram for the Monetary Conferenée. 
Pants, March 22.—Subjoined is the official 

English text of the draft resolution express- 


ing leading ideas which France and the 


United States propose to advocate at the 
Paris Monetary Conference, which is to open 
on the 19th of April. It is, however, quite 
understood that the Powers invited to the 
Conference are in no way committed either 
to the terms of the invitation or to any pro- 
gram, but will be free to recommend any 
measure which may improve international 
monetary relations, nor will any Power be 
bound to abide by the resolunons which may 
be adopted by the others: 


I. WuHereas. Bimetallism, or the monetary 
system which consists in simultaneously coining 
any quantity of gold and silver on the footing of 
a legal ratio between the weight of the moue- 
tary unitin gold and the weight of the same 
unit in silver, had always been practiced, and’ 
ears has it ceased to 
erate in any part of world. 

2. Wueeeas, During nearly a century the 
— 1 Continental mints had coined at the 

egal ratio of 15% all the quantities of gold ana 
sliver presented for coinage, whereby alone, 
whatever the vicissitudes in the production of 
gold and the production of silver, the relative 
vaiue of the two metals was y fixed in 
the entire wortd at the par of 16%. nobody in 
anv country agreemg to part with either gold 
or silver at a less advan ratio than that 
waich was known couid be realized in Eu at 
the mints which were bound at the rate of 15% 
to, convert into coin having legat currency witb- 
limit of amount ali the metal they were 
ed to coin. 

. Wurms, By this universal par of value 
between gold and silver the monetary ma 
of the entire world formed a singie mass as bo- 
moweneous as if it had been com posed 6f a singie 
metal, but with this evident and very important 
superiority, that its paying power was much 
more stable than would have been the ing 
power of gola disjoined from silver, or of silver 
disjoined from gold; this because the great- 
er or less stability of that paying power depends 
on the greater or less regularity of monetary 
production, because the production of gold is 
very irregular, also that of silver, while the joint 
producuon of the two metals valued at the legal 
ratio is quite sufficiently regular. 

4. WHEREAS, The above-mentioned universal 
par between the value of the two metais was of 
the greatest service to countries subject to 
monometalism, such as gold monowetallic Ea- 
giand and silver monometallic India, which 


tie their — deal with almost as much 
facility and certainty as if they had one and the 
same metal as common money. 

5. WHEREAS, As 8000 us silver was no longer 
freely admitted to coinage — the States which 
had previously been bimetallic the universal 
par of value between the two metais necessarily 
disappeared; and inasmuch as through that dis- 
uppearance the bimetailic ana homogeneous 
material possessed by the world was decom- 
posed into two monometaliic materials hetero- 
geneous to each other—the material gold, the 
sole metal admitted to free coinage in Europe 
and America, and the material silver, the sole 
monetary metal iu Asia, a twofoid monometal- 
ism, which has rendered the commercial and 
financial relations between the two halves of the 
world almost as complicated and hazardous as 
“ the exchanges between were made by 

arter. 

6. WHEREAS, Moreover, the States of the 
Continent of Europe and the United 
States ©f America, while admittmg gold 
alone to free coinage, are incumbered with 
coined silver, and the silver coins of one coun- 
try caunot be converted into money in 
countries ualess in Asia, but then undergoing 
all the loss resulting from the difference be- 
tween the ratio at which such silver das been 
coined With reyard to gold and the much smaller 
ratio of gold realized on disposing of silver for 
an Asiatic destinauon now that the universal 
par no longer exists, a ratio whieh would be- 
come smaller and smaller if the offers for sale 
or silver happened to be resumed and continued. 

7. Wuereas, It is, in fact, tmpossible to with- 
draw from circulation ‘and get rid of the coined 
silver, not only beeause of the te ali 
which the Asiatic exchange would experience 
and of the enormous tosses which would have 
to be borne, but also, because of immense 
void such withdrawal would leave behind it,—a 
monetary void which could not be filled either 
with the present gold, which bas already its use, 
er with the future gold, which bas not yet issued 
from the mines in general, chaos ex- 
tremely prejadicial to the Interests of all na- 
tions, without a single exception, is solely at- 
tributable to monetary laws now in force in 
Europe and the United States, and cannot be put 
an end to except by reverting to bimetaliism. 

8. AND WHEREAS, Such reversion to bimetal- 
lism and the adoption of the ratio by a pre- 
ponderating group of nations would have the 
immediate efiect of reéstablishing on a very 
solid basia the old universal par of value be- 
tween the two metals, of enabimge Europe with- 
out any joss to employ its old silver crowns in 
paying America, and reciprocally of ena 
the United States, when their balance of trade 
allows it, to pay Europe witg silver from their 
mines; and, lastiy, of maki silver a universal 
money, while retaining gold on the footing of 
15% as European and American money; 

Now, therefore, actuated »~ *'l these consider- 
ations, the American, F etc., delegates 
have resolved by commo rd to submit tu 
the ratitication of their respective Governments 
the following Convention: 8 

ARTICLE 1. The United States of America, the 
French Republic, etc., form themselves into a 
Bimetallic Union on the terms and conditions 
hereinafter stipulated. 

Art. 2. The members of the Union shall ad- 
mit gold and silver to mintage without any lim- 
itation of — and shali adopt the ratio of 
1 to 154% between the weight of pure metal con- 
tained inthe monetary unit in id and the 
a of pure metai contained in same unit 

n silver. 

Art. 3. On condition of this ratio of 1 to 15% 
bemg always observed, each State shall remain 
free to preserve its monetary types—dollar, 
franc, pound sterling, mark, or to change them. 

Ant. 4. Any person shall be entitied to take 
any quantity of gold or silver, either in ingots 
or in foreign coins, to the mints of any member 
of the Union for the purpose of getting it back 
in the shape of coin bearing the State mark; the 
mintage shall be gratuitous to the public; each 
member of the Union shall bear the expense of 
its mintage. 

Art. 5. The mints of each State shall be bound 
to coin the metal brought by the public as 
8 as possible, and at the aforesaid ratio 
0 1 to 15% detween gold specie and 
silver specie; the coin thus manufactured 
shall be delivered to the person who shall have 
brought the metal or to his aseigus; if the per- 
son bringing gold or silver requests immediate 
payment of the sum which would accrue to him 
after the interval of mintage, that payment 
shall be made to him subject to a deduction 
which shall not exceed two per thousand; the 
sum shall be banded over at will of the pay- 
ing party in gold or siiver coin, or ia notes 
being legal tender and convertible at sight into 
metallic money.

Mr. Hoar—The Senate desires to elect an 
officer to record all business. As soon as 
that is done, the petition can be received. 

Mr. McPherson—I would like to ask the 
Senator whether we have not a recording 
officer. Is there any lack of officers in the 
Senate ? 

Mr. Hoar—I think that is a thing to be de- 
termined by the Senate. Ihe Senator thinks 
that the thing is to be determined in viola- 
tion of the Constitution of the United States 
by a minority of the Senate.

WHAT WILL BE DONE.

the time they are called or mature until Con- 
gress shall meet to act; the interest rate to 
be reduced from 5and 6 per cent as shall 
hereafter be decided upon; 
THIS AGREEMENT

and to form in substance a new and volun- 
tary contract between the Government and 
the owners of the bonds. Itisclaimed that 
leading bankers who can control a large 
amount of bonds intimate their readiness 
to do this, and there is no legal 
obstacle in the way of doing it so far as the 
Government is concerned. The plan is sim- 
ply to voluntarily surrender a portion of the 
nterest which the owners of the bonds 
might expect. Should such an arrangement 
be made, the Government would be able to 
save a large amount of interest. The banks 
now hold nearly $50,000,000 of 68 and $100,000,- 
000 of 5s. This plan would, therefore, take 
ape 1 over 8200, 000, 000 of bonds tempora- 
ya 
A LOW RATE OF INTEREST. 
As to the 4s still to be issued under the 
Funding biil, they amount to $104,000,000, 
In disposing of these it is thought that the 
Secretary would probably secure a rate which 
would be equivalent to the buyers to 3.3 ver 
cent. There would be perhaps $100,000,000 
from the Sinking Fund and surpius reserve 
with which to redeem bonds. This would 
make in all $400,000,000 of bonds taken care 
of. The important point in this plan is the 
proposition to arrange with the banks that 
the 5s and 6s which they hold now

THE CLERKSHIPS ALL FILLED.

BUTTER AND CHEESE. 
PREVENTING ADULTERATION. 

The butter and cheese dealers in this city and 
Elgin are actively interesting themselves in the 
enforcement of the bill now before the Levgis- 
lature concerning the adulteration of these 
products. A bill was introduced in the House 
on ‘Thursday by Mr. Pollock, of Lake, the sub- 
stance of which may be stated as follows: 

Whoever shall manufacture any oleaginous 
substance, or any compound of the same, other 
than that produced from unadulterated milk or 
cream, or any article designed to take the place 
of butter and cheese produced from pure, un- 
aduiterated milk,or cream of the same, and 
shall sell, or offer fur sale. or give to any person 
the same as au article of food, shail be fined on 
conviction not less than $25 and not more than 


The bill was reported on favorably by the Com- 
mittee, and on Friday Mr. Pollock introduced a 
supplementary bill 1 for the appoint- 
ment of an Inspector whose duty it should be to 
see that the law is enforced. 

Several ot the leading butter and cheese deal- 
ers in this city report themselves as being de- 
cidedly in favor of such a bill becoming a law, 
believing it covers the ground much more fully 
than the bill introduced by Mr. Chishoim, of El- 


n. 
ne dealers are satisfied of the necessity of 
having a thorough inspection of butter and 
cheese. The industrial interests are too small to 
warrant the employment of a chemist to con- 
duct an investigation properly, and the most 
feasibie plan appears to be to secure a combina- 
tion of interests which should unite in protect- 
ing the dairy business and aiso the consumers. 
The dealers think the State should pay the In- 
spector, also the expense Of analyzing adulter- 
ated butter, and of-prosecutions. 

For the past three wonths the butter and 
cheese dealers of this city and of Elgin bave 
worked together, employing an inspector, and 
have succeeded in breaking up the retail trade 
in adulterated goods, ®ut they bave not Deen 
able to touch the manufacturers of adultera- 
tions, nor the hotels, restaurants, and boarding- 
houses. Unless th» State ‘urnishes the facili- 
ties necessary for enforcing the law, it would 
likely be inoperative. 

A petition which has ulready received the 
signatares of about 100 leading houses is now 
circuiating among the trade, and it is expected 
that nearly all parties interested will sign it. 
So far only about half a dozen firms have de- 
clined to do so, and they will probably change 
their minds before itis too late. The petition 
reads: We, the undersigned, merchants and 
dealers in dairy pruaucts., hereby petition your 
bonorable body (the state Legisiature) to pass a 
stringent law prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of adultera butter and cheese in this 
State. And we also ask that you create the 
office of State Inspector of Butter and Cheese, 
whose duty it de to enforce said law. 


THEOLOGICAL.

the pulpit. Speaking of the preacher, be said, 
the first essential prerequisit to success was 
character. This was of more importance than 
soundness of doctrine. Though atman of un- 
impeachable character might preach heresy, 
when the people had lost faith in the character 
of the man y cared littie about bis doctrine. 
Tne preacher should be a maniy man. True 
piety was indispeusabiy necessary. Then there 
should be special training for the work. He 
urged on the young men the necessity of study. 
The preacher should also be a man of strong 
faith and earnest conviction, which. the speaker 
thought, was the best teacher of elocution, as 
Tree the young preacher from solicitude 
about bis modulation and intonation, making 
him easy. natural, distinct, and forcible. He 
considered that the great need of the age was a 
sanctified, inteiligent ministry. The discourse 
was v impressive and logical. There are 
twenty-three students in the institution.

A STABBING AFFRAY. 


Thomas Campbell Badly Injured in a 
Saloon Row Last Night. 

Thomas Campbell, 28 years of age, employed 
as a stonecutter in ex-Ald. Kerber’s stone-yard 
on the east bank of the river, near Polk street. 
and boarding at Mrs. Mary Kennedy’s saloon 
und boarding-house at No. 162 Van Buren street, 
was stabbed and dangerously wounded in the 
abdomen just after II o'clock last night by some 
one whose identity he refuses to reveal. 

Campbell did not work yesterday, but spent 
the day in loafing about the polls and in drink- 
ing and carousing with acquaintances and fre- 
quenters of saloons along Van Buren street. 
Early in the afternoon he had a dispute with 
several persons at the polis corner Van Buren 
street and Fifth avenue, and was assaulted 
by one Henry Judson, who took offe 
at what he was saying and do 
The police came upon them just as Judson h 
knocked him into the ditch. Judson got awa 
but Campbell was arrested and brought to th 
Armory, but on reaching there was set at liber- 
ty, either because some one interceded for him 
or because the officer was unabie to make any 
definit charge against him. Campbell took sup- 
per at home, and remained drinking in the 
saloon until about ll o'clock, when he got up 
and went into a saloun at No. 164 Van Buren 
street, kept by Arnold Docius. He was there 
only a few minutes when he became involved in 
a tight with three men, of whom Judson was 
one. He held his own ulnst them, and the 
tight was finally quelied by the saloon- 
keeper and some of his partisans. Campbell 
was in very bad temper, talked wildly, and made 
strong threats. He was ordered to keep quiet 
or go out several times, and before getting out 
received bis injury. The disturbance was plainiy 
beard in Mr. Kennedy's saloon next door, and 
directly it was over Campbell ran into the side 
entrance calling out to John Smith, the bar- 
tender, to come and help him, that he had been 
out iu the abdomen. e was taken into the 
dining-room, where he was attended by Drs. 
Ingraham and Levi. They found and put a 
temporary dressing upon the wound, which was 
between three and four inches in length, extend- 
ing transversely across the abdomen a littie be- 
low and somewhat to the left of the 
navel. The intestines did not appear 
to have been cut, but as the hemorrhage 
was great and the wound an extensive 
one, the doctors thought the man's condition 
critical, and recommended his removgl to the 
County Hospital as speedily as sible. 

The police were not notified for some time. 

rs De Celle, Murphy, Ourtin, and Darrow, 
who first reached the scene, arrested John Ma- 
loney and Henry Judson, both of whogrCamp- 
bell pointed out ad being witnesses of the 
affray. He deniea that 
him, but said the knew who 
did. Maloney was only held as a witness, but 
the suspicion against Judson is somewhat 
stronger. Both are in custody at the Armory. 

A TRIBUNE reporter found Campbell reclining 
On a sofa waiting for the wagon which was to 
convey him to the hospital. He had just taken 
a swig of whisky, and was coolly smoking a very 
bad nickel cigar. The row began, he 
Suys, shortly after he entered Docius’ saloon, 
and three men whose names he did not know 
tried to get the bestot him. He fought them 
back, but just as he was abuut to leave the place 
one of the three, a tall, muscular fellow, with 
smooth face and light hair, stepped in front of 
him and struck him, before be was aware of 
his intent, with a knife. Campbell denied 
knowing the man’s name, but said he c uid 
identify bim if th lice were fvurtunate 
enough to catch him Su uently he whispered 
to the reporter that he knew very well who did 
it, but he'd be —— if he would tell, as be in- 
tended to have revenge in bis owh way, and 
without recourse totbe law. He is a rough, 
boisterous fellow of the very lowest cast. His 
mother lives somewhere on State street, but be 
refused to give ber address, as he did not want 
her to hear of his mishap. A bystander stated 
that Campbell's father was killed by a negro in 
Mississippi about three years ago. 

Judson ‘and Maloney deny knowing anything 
at all about the fight in which the man was in- 
zured. and the former, particularly, contradicts 
himself frequently,

WESTERN TRUNK LINE ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

The Western Trunk Line Passenger Associa- 
tion, formed a year ago for the purpose of 
maintaining emigrant rates and to secure fairer 
treatment from the Eastern trunk lines, held its 
annual meeting yesterday. The meeting was 
called to order at the Grand Pacific Hotel at 
about II a. m., and the roll-call revealed the fol- 
lowing members present: O. W. Ruggies, St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern; France 
Chandler, Missouri Pacific; H. C. Townsend and 
George Daniels, Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific; R. 
T. Bryton and W. H. Firth, Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy; James Chariton, Chicago & Alton; W. 
H. Stennett and W. A. Thrali, Chicago & Norta- 
western; A. H. Hanson, Illinois Central; and 8. 
K. Hooper, Hannibal & St. Joe. 

Mr. A. H. Hanson was chosen Chairman, and 
Mr. George Daniels acted as Secretary. 

Mr. A. V. H. Carpenter, of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, was unavoidably prevented 
from betng present at the forenoon session, and 
as his presence was considered desirable to se- 
cure unanimous action, only an iniormal dis- 
cussion was bad, and finally a recess was taken 
until 4:30 p. m. 

Upon reassembling all the members, including 
Mr. Carpenter, were found to be present. The 
first subject that came up for consideration was 
the question whether it would not be best for 
the Association to remove the headquarters of 
the Commissioner from New York to Chicago. It 
was generally agreed that Chicago was the point 
at which the office of Commissioner sbould be 
located, and that such action would strengthen 
the organization. It was ag to make 
Chicago the headquarters. As Commie- 
sioner Gwinner declined a reélection on 
the ground that he could not remove from 
New York, the election of a successor was 
the next thing of importance that engaged the 
attention of the meeting. Several names were 
mentioned for the place, among them Mr. A. V. 
H. Carpenter, of the Milwaukee & St. Paul; 
Samuel Powell, off the Michigan Central; and 

ames Chariton. of the Chicago & Alton. Al- 

hougu all of these geutlemen are well qualified 
for the position, yet a majority of those present 
seemed to favor Mr. Chariton,and even Mr. 
Carpenter himself urged the election of Mr. 
Chariton. The ition was then unanimously 
offered to Mr. Chariton. Mr. Chariton did not 
desire the position, and expressed himself to 
that effect, but itis understood that he finally 
ores to accept the piace under certain con- 

itions. In the first place, it is reported, he 
wanted a guarantee that the position should 
hold good for three years, and that a certain 
amount of salary—quite a large one—be guar- 
anteed for that length of time. 

The proposition was discussed, and seemed to 
find favor with most of the members, but it was 
thought besttoadjourn until this morning to 
have time to digest the subject more fully. 

Should the Association succeed in securing 
the services of Mr. Chariton its success will no 
doubt be assured, fur a more energetic and 
able man could not be found tor the place. Mr. 
Chariton is considered one of the best General 
Passenger and Ticsxet Agents in the country, 
and the Alton would find ita bard job to find a 
man equally well qualified to fill his place.

ANOTHER GOULD SCHEME,

Under a law passed some time ago the 
city has the right to sell at the best price, but it 
is believed by those ina position to know that 
no sale has yet been effected.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

It is now reported that a movement is on foot 
looking to a compromise between the Villard 
and the Billings interests in the Northern Pacific 
contest. It is claimed by Philadelphia parties 
that the Billings party, which now have control 
of the road, have the best of the fight, and that 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company is 
2 be beaten in its atiempt to gobble up 
the Northern Pacific. It is claimed that the 
huiders of Northern Pacific stock in Philadelphia 
and New York intend to pool their holdings to 
prevent any detrimental action on the part of 
adverse parties. It is thought an arrangemént 
will be reached which will preclude the si- 
bility of any of the new shares of the 
large holders being thrown on the market 
in the near future in any event. These holders 
are confident t a pool can be formed 1 og 
sent 400,000 shares of stock, which would a 
controlling interest,except in a very remote 
contingency. ‘There are in existence 910,000 
shares of stock, of which not more than 750,000 
would be entitied to vote at any election, as 
much stock is held in small lots, and many 
shares are always disfranchised. Thus 400,000 
shares held by any one party would be sufficient 
to control any election. Itis expected that at 
least 100,000 shares for the proposed pool will 
come from Philadelphia, and that the whole 
scheme will be put through within twenty days.

A LUNACY CASE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

ToronrTo, April 5.—A. curious case is before 
the Court of Chancery here, being an applica- 
tion by Mrs. John Albaugh, a handsome woman, 
of Garatraxa, County Wellington, for acom- 
mission of lunacy’ for ber husband. who is a 
wealthy man. rs. Albaugh testified that they 
were married thirty years ago, and that he had 
been insane for eighteen years. One of his hal- 
lucinations was, that his family were ali devils, 
and it would be no crime to kill them. For six- 
teen years he had lived in a room by himself, 
which he kept locked when he occupied it, and 
did his own cooking. He had raved about call- 
ing mectings of the people to get up a raid on 
the banks, in order tojget gold and silver to pave 
the streets of the New Jerusalem, which was to 
be located on his farm. He had threatened her 
life frequently. He had been in the asylum 
twice. He bad told her that he had fasted for 
forty days, because no one that hada dirty 
stomach could enter the New Jerusalem. He 
had often threatened to roast the house and all 
the devils in it. He tabored under the hallucina- 
tion that she was to be the Queen of the news 
city, and ride on a scariet horse, and marry the 
Pope, which was to be the last wedding in the 
world. He had given her $1,500, which she spent 
in raising ber family. 

Mrs. Nancy Geary, daughter of Albaugh, gave 
corroborative evidence. She said that he had 
fasted for forty-seven Gaye, except taking an 
oceasional small drink of ttermilk, and had 
bragged that he had beat the record of Dr. Tan- 
ner. He believed that Mother Suipton's proph- 
ecy was to come true, and that the worid 
would end on the Ist of August next. When he 
was fasting, he took salts every morning. 

A doctor was called, who testified that, after 
examining Albauch, he failed to find any trace 
of madness about him; while, on the other side, 
Dr. Tamblyn was examined, and stated it as his 
opinion that Albaugh was of unsound mind. 

Albaugh gave evidence, deciaring that he was 
pores sane and knew what he was about. He 

ad tasted forty-seven days, and believed from 
Scriptural warnings that the worid would come 
to an end in August. 

The arguments will be beard on Friday next. 
The case attracts great attention, as an applica- 
tion for a commission in lunacy has been of rare 
occurrence here.

—I have authority for saying—in some 
main points correct, and chiefly erred 
where it attempted to be explicit.

is out of all proportion to the supply. As the 
result of this, 
A SELF-DEVOURING “EARTH-HUNGER”’ 
— among the unlanded classes, which 
as placed them at the mercy of rack-renting 
landlords, and of a class of 7 lemen who 
become tenants simply to ac petty land- 
Jords,—and not to cultivate the soil, but to 
sublet it. The Land-Tenure bill is a full 
recogpition of these exceptional circum- 
stan in the case of Ireland, and an exten- 
sive attempt to deal with them; and, f it 
also embrace a scheme of land reclamation 
and improvement, it must present weighty 
cl to be regarded as “the t meas- 
ure“ which Mr. Gladstone descri it. Not 
only for what it is in itself, but also on ac- 
count of all that depends on it both in and 
out of Ireland, the Land-Tenure bill will be 
by far the most important measure — 
the attention of Parliament this session. It 
offers Mr. Gladstone what may prove to be 
his last opportunity of leav is mark once 
more on Irish legislation. 1e continuance 
of his Ministry is also involved in its success 
or failure; and, that be it is scarcely’ 
necessary to add that domestic reforms in 
general, and Irish reforms in particular, de- 
pend upon its issue. 

In the last fifteen or twenty years Mr. 
Gladstone has been the author of two radical 
reforms in Ireland,—the first being the aboli-

JUDGE EUSTACE. 


A Defense of His Action in the Chicago 
& lowa Railroad Case. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, April 2.—I noticed in your Saturday 
issue the proceedings of a meeting at Aurora, 
heid on Friday, at which a committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the judicial action of 
Judge Eustace, of Dixon, in the Chicago & lowa 
cases, 

A glance atthe Committee appointed at the 
meeting on Friday night shows that it is com- 
posed, in part, of defeated lawyers in the very 
cases in which they seek to have the Legisia- 
ture invesgate the conduct of the Judge who 
defeated them. Mr. Charles Wheaton has been 
connected with all the titigations before Judge 
Eustace, in which the Chicago & lowa's inter- 
ests were affected, and has been uniformly de- 
feated; and this calls to mind a rewark of 
the late Judge Grover, of the New York Court 
of Appeals, that,in the county in which he 
lived, when a lawyer was defeated he bad two 
remedies; one to take an appeal, like a sensible 
man, and the other to go down to the tavern and 
swear at the Court. Mr. Wheaton has discov- 
ered a third remedy which a lawyer has, and 
that is to impeach the Judge. 

A few facts in connection with the litigation 
of the Chicago & lowa Railroad will put the 
matter before the public in such alight that 
they may understand just what Judge Eustace 
did and his reasons tor doing it. 

in March, 1880, the Town of Aurora, which had 
invested $100,000 in the original Chicago & lowa 
Railroad Company, presented its bill to Judge 
Kellum, of Sycamore, and procured from bim 
an injunction restraining every stockhoider of 
the Chicago & lowa Railroad Company, as at 
present organized, from disposing of their stock 
or voting it at the annual election for Directors 
to be deld in March, 188. or at any election 
thereafter. The Chicago & lowa Railroad Com- 
pany, as at present organized, is @ consolidated 
Comparv consisting ot the original Chicago & 
lows Maiiroad Company, and the Ogle 
& Cron. County ilroad® Company, 
which were consolidated about June, 1870. 
The Towrw of Avrora was a subscriber to the 
stock of the original Chicago & fowa Railroad 
Company. In the bill presented by it to Judge 
Kellum it set forth that it was a stockholder of 
the original Chicago & lowa Railroad Company, 
and that it never was a stockholder in the con- 
solidated Chicago & Iowa Railroad Company; 
that it never was consulted in the consolidation 
of the two companies, and that the corsolida- 
tion was fraudulent and void. agaiust it. 
Upon a bill thus disclosing upon Its face that the 
Town of Aurora was not a stuckho'der in the 
present Chicago & lowa Railroad C -ripany, but 
a stockholder in the company which became de- 
funct by the consolidation, Judge Kellum 
granted the injunction before referred to; and by

assumed to elect a Board of Directors for the 
consolidated company, and that Ard of 
Directors, consist of seven members, owned

5 that time the Chicago & Iowa Railroad Com- 
pany was in the hands of Receiver Holcomb, ap- 
pointed by the Federal Court in this city. Not- 
withstanding prompt action was taken by quo 
warranto proceeding to oust the Board thus pre- 
tendedly elected by the Town of Aurora, they 
applied to Judge Blodgett and procured an or- 
der, in the month of May, that Receiver Hol- 
comb deliver the raiiroad to the Chicago & lowa 
Railroad Company, and designated four mem- 
bers of this Board thus elected te receipt for it. 
On the 19th of June, 18807 the Receiver obeyed 
the order of Judge Blodgett. That order 
put said road into the hands of the 
Board who claimed to have been elect- 
ed by the Town of Aurora, when on 
the face of its bill, sworn to by Judge Montony, 
it appeared that it was not a stockholder at all. 
The stockholders of the Chicago & lowa Rail- 
road Company were not satisfied to intrust their 
property in the bands of such a Board thus pre- 
tendedly elected, and some of them filed in the 
Gircuit Court ot Ogle County a bill setting 
forth the above, among oth facts, and 
prayed that the Court would take pos- 
session of the road, by a Receiver, to 
protect it against these poopie. The Court per- 
ceiving that no injury coul 

nor to the parties interested in it by the ap- 
pointment of a Receiver, and that damage 
might result to the roadif the road was per- 
mitted to remain in the hands of men who never 
were elected Directors, he, as a sensible Chan- 
celior, appointed the same Keceiver that had so 
successfully managed and controlied tbe road 
for nearly three years In the Federal Court. 

Judge fustace made this order in chambers. 
It is a question among lawyers whether a 
Judge may make such an order in chambers. 
Lawyers are nearly equaliy divided on that 
point, and tosave any question a similar bill 
was filed by the same stockholders in the Lee 
County Circuit Court, in term time, and the 
same Receiver was again appointed by J udge 
Eustace, July 1. Under these appointments 
Holcomb took possession of the road and has 
ever since managed and controljed it; and there 
is not a man, except the defeated attorneys, or 
the ousted Board of Directors, that bas ever 
complained of his management. 

Judge Montony and Charles Wheaton, claim- 
ing to represent the Chicago & lowa Railroad 
Company, but who never had any authority 
from its legal Board of Directors, entered a mo- 
tion in the Lee County Circuit at the October 
term. 1888, to vacate the order appointing the 
Receiver, Judge Eustace holding court, but be- 
fore the motion was beard they voluntarily 
wi did not appear upou 
ft e case at the 
same term but they sued out a writ of 
error from the Appellate Court, Second District, 
to reverse the order made July 1 by the Lee 
Cireuit Court appointing Mr. Holcomb Re- 
ceiver. That writ of error was heard at the last 
term of the Appeliate Court and dismissed on 
ret, that it was nota final order; 
second,

these same two legal gentlemen sued out a writ 
f error from the Su e Court to reverse the 
County final decree, on the imaginary 
ground that it involved a franchise. but the Judge 
who granted a su as expressly refused 
to interfere with the ion of the road by 
ite Receiver. This last writ of error was dis- 
missed at the recent term of the Supreme Court 
at Ottawa. 

This illegal Board of Directors becoming sat- 
isfied that the Town of Aurora was a stock- 
bolder in the original Chicago & Iowa Railroad 
Company only, conceived the brilliant scheme 
of issuing ten shares of stock in the consoli- 

Company among its members, and to 

three outsiders a share each, for the avuwed 
urpose, as. stated in the resolution avuthoriz- 
ng its issue, to raise money to carry 
on litigation in the name of the Chicago 
& lowa Company. They issued receipts for 
‘the ten shares of stock, and calculated to be 
able to control the election of Directors in 
March, 1881, by means of these ten shares of 
stock, as all other shares of stock in the Com- 
— was under injunction from young. The 
na fide stockholders of the Chicago & lowa 
Railroad Company learned this fact just before 
the election was to be held in March, 1881, and 
one of them filed a bill in the Ogle County 


Circuit Court setting forth in full the 
facts above stated. quoting from the 
bil of, the Town of Aurora, above 


referred to, the sworn statement of Judge Mon- 
sony the Town of Aurora was not a stock- 
holder in the present Chicago & Iowa Kailroad 
Company, and prayi for an injunction re- 
straining the Town of Aurora, this iliegal Board 
of Directors, and the holders of the receipts for 
the above ten shares from holding any election 
for Directors in 1881. It also prayed that Charles 
Wheaton and R. G. Montony should be re- 
strained from taking any further proceedings in 
courts in the name and on behalf of the Chicago 
& lowa Raij/road Company, on the ground that 
they bad no authority from the rail- 
road company to represent it in court; it also 
prayed that all of the parties defendant be re- 
strained from creating avy indebtedness against 
the road, or attempting to prov p any claim 
against the road, until the question Was deter- 
mined whether they had any right to represent 
the Company. Andif any persun will take the 
trouble to read the bill, which was sworn to by 
as reputable a citizen as there is in the City of 
Chicago, he will see that, as extraordinary as the 
injunction granted on said bill may seem to be, 
it was more than warranted by the aliegations 
in the bill, and the talk about impeaching the 
Judge for granting an injunction when the Dill 
praying it fully justifies its issue, is simply the 
talk of baffled attorneys. and when the time 
shall come that a railroad company or an indi- 
vidual has vot a right to go into a Court of 
Chancery and procure an injunction restraining 
lawyers or anybody else from involying it or 
him in litigation, without its or his consent, the 
Courts of Chancery of Illinois should be closed. 
What was sought by the bill was that 
unauthorized persons should not be per- 
mitted to involve this railroad in endless, 
unnecessary and fruitiess litigution, and the 
injunction accomplished that object exactly; 
and hence all this hue aud cry by these defeat- 
ed lawyers in their attempts to vet money out 
of this Company for services which the Compa- 
ny never employed them to perform. 

And what further shows the judgment and 
good sense of Judge Eustace in granting the 


injunction is the fact that on the 
very day that the election should 
have been held in 1881, Judge Rogers 


of the Circuit Court of Cock County, pronounced 
a decree which ousted that illegul Board of 
Directors from office, on the ground that the 
vote of the Yown of Aurora stock was illegu 
and void; and thus completely vindicating the 
course of tue stockholders who filed the bill, 
and Judge Eustace who granted the inj unction. 

*From this brief statement it will be seen 
bow much of foundation there is forthis Aurora 
meeting, and the proceedings to attempt tosmirch 
the reputation of one of the ablest Judges in 
the State; and if the Legislature of the State of 
Illinois has no other business to do than to take 
up the cause of a baffled and defeated lot of at- 
true yx. and to harass and annoy the Judge who 
justly defeated them, they bad better close their 
session and return to their daily vocations. 
Neither the Judge nor the solicitors who drew 
the papers have the slightest fear of the result 
of an investigation, as nothing could come from 
it but confusivn tu its instigators.

NEBRASKA. 

Its Variable Glimate— The Water- 
Courses of the State—Spring Floods, 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 31.—Your correspond- 
ent bas traveled quite extensively in this State, 
and has had opportunity to judge of the soil, 
climate, water, etc., as they really are, not only 
in the summer months, but in the winter season, 
when few men care to prospect farther than 
their own door-yard. It is well to say 
in the outet that no two seasons 
are alike in Nebraska: that itis a variable cli- 
mate, and the. changes are often sudden and 
phenomenal. There is no likelihood that the 
coming summer will be similar to the same sea- 
son of last year; on the contrary, it is quite cer- 
tain not to be. The summer of 1880 was remark- 
able for its heat and dust, and for the high 
winds which prevailed ail the season through. 
The winter which has just closed has been re- 
markabie for its severity, for the amount of 
snow which has fallen, and for its biizzards."’ 
Another such a Winter never was known in the 
State: and it is not likely to be repeated very 
soon, if ever again. There is this about the cli- 
mate of Nebraska that is enjoyable: there is 


plenty of sunshine; there is nothing of 
that sad, dull, heavy atmosphere which 
is 80 common in the States east 


of the Mississippi Kiver. The wind may blow; 
the dust may fly iu clouds, as it frequently does; 
but, nevertheless, the sun will shine. There is 
another thing, not exactly climatic, but it has 
reference thereto: the more than good roads 
of the ate. Generally the year round, both 
summer and winter, the going is good; the roads 
are dry, level, hard-packed, and unobstructed 
by hills, rocks, or trees. 

There are no large rivers in Nebraska,—the 
Platte being of more importance than ail others, 
ulthough in reality it is a decidedly useless 
stream. it is of no consequence as acommercial 
thoroughfare, or for milling or . 
purposes, and is in fact almost a dead waste o 
space. It is shallow, runs siuggish, is cut up by 
sand-bars, and is nearly without timber along 
its shores. About all that can be said in its favor 
is, that. it furnishes water for the millions of 
cattle which feed on the adjacent lands; and it 
supplies moisture, and thereby creates the finest 
pasturge in the world. The banks of the Platte 
are on a levei with the rest of the country, and 
every spring and fall the river itself overtiows 
and spreads out like a great lake. This spring it 
is fairly outdoing itself in this particular. For 
miles and miles west of Omahn the river has 
broken its bounds, and is spreading out over the 

rairie like an island-dotted sea. ‘he Union 

acific Railroad track is submerged, and all else 
in the near vicinity of the river is under water. 

The other streams of the State, both large and 
small, are following the same occupation of the 
Platte. The Republican River, which, next to 
the Platte, is the largest in the State. has been 
on a bender for several weeks. The Republican 
flows more rapidiy than the Plaue. is deeper, 
and has clearer water. Itisa bold stream, and 
this epring has been unreasonably furious. Over 
$100.40 worth of bridges and milling property 
has been swept away recently by the high water; 
and the settlers along the stream predict still 
greater disaster. 

The Blue River, Nemaha, and Niobrara are 
fine streams, the first-named being different 
irom all others in the State in the fact that it is 
clear, cold, bag a pebbiy bottom, and is fringed 
with a quantity of good timber. The Blue fur- 
nishes first-class water-power for a number of 
fine milis. The Nemaha is also a good stream, 
and waters the finest agricultural land in the 
State. The Niobrara comes direct from the 
mountains, and is a clear stream at its head, 
but becomes dull and muddy as it flows south- 
ward. Its banks are steep, and it seldom over- 
flows. Infact, none of the three streams just 
named get unruly very often. This spring they 
have been somewhat inclined to spread out un- 
necessarily; but in this particular only the 
Platte, the Republican, and the very small 
streams of the State are making themselves 
troubiesome. 

Six years ago this spring the b.storian of Lin- 
coln has it that Salt Creek—a little muddy 
stream, deep, siuggish, and treacherous—rose 89 
high in two days that the overflow reached the 
business portion of the city, a distance of haif 
a mile from the main channel. If this be true, 
the stream is ogg itscif this year. Within 
sight of Lincoln, about fifty houses, and as 
many more corn-cribs, barns, miils, jumber- 
yards, coal-houses, etc., are surrounded by 
water, and the only way to reach any point 
across the creek is by boat. 

The reason for the unusual rise of water in 
Nebraska may be bet explained in the fact 
that an extraordinary amount of snow fell dur- 
ing the winter, and the mountains to the north 
and west, as the snow melts, are sending down 
torrents of water, all of which falls into and 
feeds the rivers of Nebraska. The only thing to 
be surprised at is, that the tioods are not greater 
than they are. A week or two hence, or a 
month, and there may be a general freshet that 
will drown out everybody. Meanwhile the peo- 
pie of Nebraska hope for the best.

Such is the unexpected aspect under which 
Greece presented itself before my eves. This 
probably is no great news to the diplomats, 
but I think others will be surprised. 

The Greeks contemplate entering upon the 
campaign almost immediately. There are 
75,000 men under arms, completely equipped, 
and furnished with excellent Gras guns, 
which have been sent to them from Austria. 
Their cavalry-sabres come from Austria; 
their powder-flasks and belts from Russia’ 
the factory of Krupp & Co., at Essen, is at 
this moment making for them cannon of the 
best models; whilst the United States of 
America has just forwarded pieces for serv- 
ice in their strongholds. There are cart- 
ridges by the million in their arsenals, and 
20,000 chassepots are deposited in the 
barracks. The infantry whom I see 
maneuvre every morning, are as well drilled 
as ourown, and remind me of the Italian 
soldiers, with their iron-gray uniforms 
trimmed with red. As to the bearing of the 
officers, it is admirable beyond expression.

A VERITABLE ARMY OF THE LATEST MODE, 
and ready to enter in line in a fortnight, or 
to-morrow if King George and his Ministers 
so desired. 

All the sons of the aristocracy have been 
drilling for three months, as well as the sons 
of the peopse. The former have supplied 
themselves with damaskeened arms, on 
which are inscribed their esecutcheons and 
their names,—names of ancestors crucified

There is nothing talked about but war; and, 
when business affairs are broached, the re- 
oly is, ** We will talk of this after the war.”

Who comes to 
Greece? The English tourist sometimes, 
the German Professor, and the Frefich savant. 


All these, reticent, in their nature, and 
having no eyes for anthing but the 
Parthenon, the Prapylwea, and the 


venerable ruins of ancient Athens, do not 
care to trouble themselves with modern af- 
fairs. Communication with Greece is also 
very difficult and expensive. It requires a 
sea-voyage of five days from Marsseilles, 
which does not accord with the taste of every 
one; but a railroad starting from Avlona, 
opposit Otranto, and reaching Athens b 

Janina, will be the salvation of Attica, as tt 
will open the route to Athens, and present to 
the worl Athens as it isſto-day. The Greeks 
know all this: therefo without awaiting 
the assistance of any one, they started the 
work, and have accomplished great things. 

To use a just comparison, I should say 
Athens of to-day 

GREATLY RESEMBLES NICE, 

not the old Italian city, but French Nice, all 
newly built, with its immense hotels, its 
gardens, its squares scarcely perfected, its 
vast houses of marble and stone. The streets 
are handsome, the stores numerous and well 
supplied. The people are polished, reserved, 
without arrogance, and without apparent 
poverty. Since Ihave been here I have not 
seen a single beggar, and my felicity is be- 
yond bounds when 1 find myself on the 
streets without being assailed by merciless 
solicitors, as in Southern Italy. In the 
midst of the spacious streets, and boulevards 
planted with trees, under the bright light 
refiected by the white-marble houses, 
carriages circulate in great number. 
These all have. the appearance of gala 
equipages, with their arabesques and luxuri- 
ous cushions,—leading travelers te suppose 
that all Athens is going to a marriage-féte. 
There is always a greatcommotion and hurry 
in the streets,—a variety of costumes serving 
to enliven the ever-changing panorama. In 
the commercial quarters, however, all are at- 
tired in European costume. Persons in easy 
circumstances pay great attention to their 
dress on gala occasions, when black dress- 
coats and white cravats are de rigueur.

AT CANNES OR NICE. 

On ascending the hill of the Acropolis, we 
behold the Egean Sea below, its blue and mo- 
tionless waters extending from Salamine to 
Phalére, and bathing in the distance the 
shores of Egina.

M. Bar- 
thélemy Saint-IIilaire is here called“ Sancta 
Hilaritus,” and the people laugh. 

Itissearcely necessary to state that, on 
beholding all these soldiers, and all this ex- 
citement every day, my thoughts turn to our 
Paris as it was in 1870, when the cry went 
forth incessantly, To Berlin! To Berlin!” 

I had an interview this morning with 

M. TRICOUPIS, 

former head of the Hellenic Cabinet. This 
gentleman resides in a pretty mansion on the 
place de Concorde (plateau tes Omenotas). 
A Greek in national costume introduced me, 
on the first story, to a cabinet artistically 
furnished. Before proceeding I will state 
that there is no Republican party in Greece; 
that all here are Constitutional; and that two 
men, M. Tricoupis and M. Coumoundouros, 
alternately are in power.— the one having 
overthrown the other two or three times in 
Ministerial affairs. These Parliamentary 
victories and defeats, however, have not 
here the political signification that they have 
in France. 

M. Tricoupis is not in the ascendency at 
present; but he will again obtain it. Was it 
he who favored this war? or was it the Min- 
ister Coumoundouros? It is of little im- 
portance. Mr. Tricoupis was in office when 
the affuir of the famous dispatch of M. Cor- 
bett and of the 50,000 guns took piace. The 
former Minister of Greece is very affable,— 
more French than Greek, speaking one lan- 
guage with extreme facility, and extraordina- 
rily resembling a Parisian well known, M. 
1 Deslardes, Direttor of the Vaude- 
ville. 

Conversation immediately turned upon the 
affair of the Helbronner guns and cartridges, 
which M. Tricoupis considered of very trfling 
moment, remarking: “You see how little 
this prohibition of the French Government 
troubles us.

GEN. GRANT AND GEN. JOHN E. SMITH.

GALENA, III., April 4.—Several persons have 
laid claim to the credit of bringing Gen. Grant 
out during the late War; but, in the tight of 
truth, no man had more todo with the matter, 
and has bad less to say about it, than John E. 
Smith, present Colonel U. S. A., at Fort Doug- 
las, Utah. John E., as be is familiariy known 
by his Galena triends, bas been sojourning 
briefly in this city with oid chums, and is 
en route for bis post from Washington, to which 
city be was called on official business.

BUSINESS. 


Stocks Quiet, and Ranging With- 
in Narrow Limits. 


No Outside Support, but the 
Market Well Held. 


A Holiday in Produce Circles Wheat 
Higher on the Curbstone. 


Live Stock in Good Demand, at Firm 
Quotations. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were very quiet. The voluntary hol- 
iday at Chicago was almost matched by an 
involuntary holiday in Wall street. Outside 
orders for stocks were very scarce. Money was 
quoted at one time at full 6 per cent, but the 
money question cut no figure in prices. Some 
slight bearish demonstration was made, anda 
goutle decline followed, assisted by stop orders. 
Jersey Central was pointed to go to 90 this week. 
Vanderbilt was buying Lake Shore and Michigan 
Central. Keene was covering his shorts. 
Rumors were in circulation that a 
favorabie statement would be made by 
the Treasury Department to-day. American 
District Telegraph broke, and was bought by 
Chicago operators. Warning came from New 
York not to buy, as it was all going to pieces. 
This Company pays dividends of 7 per cent, and 
belongs to the Western Union Company. New 
York warnings not to buy Western Union were 
so unfortunate that it raises a presumption in 
favor of this stock to have New York pronounce 
it worthless. 

The Wall street marke“ appears to be entirely 
under the domination of the cliques. On this sub- 
ject, the Financial Chronicle says it is almost too 
obvious to require comment that parties carry- 
ing $50,000,000 of a highly-watered stock—and it 
seems probable that as much or more than that 
umount of Western Union Telegraph is held by 
a very few parties—are very deeply interested 
in keeping up the market until the holdings can 
be distributed. It must be theeffort of these 
holders for along time to come to persuade the 
public by every possible means that Western 
Union can earn 6 percent per annum on its 
present capital, and thus induce purchases. A 
street rumor says that the plaiutif? Williams has 
been offered $109,000 to stop bis litigation, and 
that the injunction suit will soon be dismissed. 

What it calls the Haverly Group of Mines in 
the San Miguel District“ the Ouray Solid Mul- 
doon declares to be almost worthless prospect- 
holes Most of them,” it says, were located 
two years ago expressly for the Haverly trade, 
two of the number having been previously 
abandoned by old San Miguel miners, who after- 
wards cursed themselves for being green enough 
to work the assessment. It is not necessary for 
us to enter into a detaiied statement of the 
Company's possessions, as it would be a clear 
waste of time to describe a mess of spraddle 
spurs that have heretofore been too everlasting- 
iy worthless to merit even ordinary local men- 
tion. Their poseessions are comparatively 
worthless, their prospectus is a base lie, their 
mill, ete., are imaginary, and the Directory a 
set of scalawags who haye no reverence for 
either veracity or common) decency.”

Tbree of the New York papers on Monday 
came out with very damaging statements about 
the condition of Western raiiroad properties and 
the prospects of crops. They were the Sun, the 
Times, and the Herald. The Times reports weil- in- 
formed business-men as expressing great doubts 
whether dividends can be continued at present 
rates by the Western railroads. The Herald 
deciares that experts who have looked into the 
actual and material condition of the St. Paul 
and Northwestern Roads express themselves 
amazed at the prices at which these stocks are 
selling. Leaving out of the question the 
damages to rolling stock and roadbed from 
storms and the loss of earnings from the almost 
complete cessation of traffic, it is computed that 
the higher prices of labor and materials will add 
at least 15 per cent to last year’s working ex- 
penses. The orotitsof the St. Paul and North- 
western Roads in 1880 were due to the fact that 
they bought their materials and hired their 
labor at the very lowest prices of the present 
decade: that they had targe crops to move and 
absolutely no winter at all. Consequently in 
their distribution of profits they made insuf- 
ficient allowances for the damages of an unpar- 
alleied season. They begin in 1881 with a par- 
alysis of their business for at least three: 
months, with large expenses, for which they 
were not prepared, and with theironly hopes 
for makmmg up lost ground resting upon the 
transportation of a crop which appears to be ina 
great degree fictitious or upon tne anticipations 
of a harvest which are the reverse of encour- 
aging. The Sun repeats the exaggerated stories 
about a loss of W to 75 per cent in cuttle on the 
plains. More to the point is what it says about 
the * mud roads” of the Northwestern and St. 
Paul. These, it says, are at present frozen five 
feet deep; when the thaw comes the roadbeds 
will be mud, and the whole roadway will have to 
pe overhauled and ballasted. Work of this kind 
bas to be done every year, to a certain extent, 
on the roads of the Northwestern region. But it 
seems that this year the damage already done, 


without taking into consideration the probabili- 


ties of the freshets, will cost the Northwestern 
about 10 per cent of its whole cost of con- 
struction, and the St. Paul about 20 per cent.

LAKE FREIGHTS., 

There is still sothing doing in Buffato grain 
freights, qithough shippers continue “ feeling 
around“ to ascertain the disposition of carriers 
concerfiing rates. The latter present a bold 
front thus far, and it is altogether likely that lit- 
tle will be done before next week. Yesterday 
the schooner Floretta was chartered for 20,000 
bushels of corn to Kingston. The shipper de- 
clined to give the rate, but it is probably the 
same as Was Obtained for the Manzaailla, 10% 
or li cents per bushel,—more likely a medium 
between the two, say lox cents. 

At Ludington it is the general opiniun amon 
mill men that lomber freights to Chicago wil 
open at 62. They have an immense amount of 
logs ready for the saw, but will not start their 
milisuntil about May 1. Seven saw-milis and 
two shingle-mills are ready for operation. and 
will be worked to their full capacity during the 
Season. . 

The schooners William Aldrich and James 
Garrett are under contract to the Stronach 
Lumber Company to carry lumber from Manis- 
tee during the coming Beason at going rates. 

Conceruing freights, the Cleveland Heraid bas 
the foilowmg: Ore charters at this port are 
nominal, and vessel-brokers consider any re- 
port of a charter from Marquette at $2.25 as un- 
catled for.

STEAM-BARGE ST. JOSEPH. 
Monday afternoon the steam-barge St. Joseph 


| was floated out of Miller Brothers’ old dry-dock,

It must be 
admitted that this barge is the tinest steamcraft 
yet builtin Milwaukee. Her model is excellent 
for a business vessel, the best of lumber has en- 
tered into her construction, and pains have been 
taken to give her a smooth eXterior.

_ Cmicago, April 5.—During the fall and winter 
of 1861-’2 there were several thousand troops 
stationed at Bird's Point, Mo., among them the 
Eighth and Twentieth Lilinois Infantry. The 
camp, at the time of which | write, was com- 
manded by that sterling old soldier Dick Ogies- 
| by, Colonel of the Eighth, and as there was a 

good deal ot drunkenness among the men ia 
camp the Colonel issued strict orders that ao 
whisky should be brought into camp, and, to en- 
force his orders, he piuced officvrs on the Gov- 
ernment ferry-boats plying between Cairo and 
Bird's Point, to inspect every thing brougut over. 
All manner of tricks were resorted to that the 
“ mother of invention" could devise tosmuggle 
the stuff over. 

At first it was brought over in gun barrels, and 
when that was discovered, it was smuggled into 
camp by book-peddilers, with cases made in imi- 
tation of books,—Piigrim's Progress, prayer- 
books, etc., containing the prohibited fluid. For 
a time these devices worked well, but at last the 
inspectors got on to all these expedients and the 
boys were getting very, very dry.

Switzerland. 

GENEVA, March 22.—The construction of the 
St. Gothurd Railway on the Tessin side, is now 
in so forward a state that the compietion of the 
section between Airolo and Bellinzona by the 
end of June is certain.

WEATHER PROGNOSTICATIONS IN CANADA. 

Bear in mind that weather prognostication 
is yet in its infancy, that it is naturally ina 
crude imperfect state, the observations 
— confined to but one or two, and these 
barely cove a quarter of a century. Like 
every other science, it wants time fordevel- 
opment. We do not claim have gone 
much beyond the first step, but after the first 
step is successfully taken walking becomes 
easy. We think were the Government to es- 
tablish a Chain of observatories from the At- 
lantie to the Pacific, with instructions to note 
the minutest changes of the weather, and 
with instructions to * regularly at head - 
quarters, that it would soon be possible to 
forecast the nature of the seasons with con- 
siderable accuracy. 

The establishment of a Weather Bureau in 
connection with the Government might—in 
Canada—seem a novelty, but it isa novelty 
that we are convinced would be productive 
of important results. It would form an im- 
portant erain the history of agriculture if 
the farmer could have a reasonable certainty 
of the nature of the seasons before him. 

„Ot course we would not think of 
attempting, from our station at Montreal, to 
predict the weather changes in England, or 
China, or Brazil, or even for British Co- 
lumbia. Should we attempt it, the inevitable 
result would be failure. Every district is 
subject to its own climatic changes. But, 
paradoxical as it may seem, we believe these 
changes are unalterable, except in so far as 
the progress of settlement and civilization 
changes the face of the country. But Canada 
is not being so rapidly settied thata man of 
observation can not make a correct allowance 
for these changes. 

THE CROW AS A SIGN OF SPRING. 

Every spring we see in our daily news- 
papers the usual paragraph respecting the ar- 
rival of the crow, and the promise this event 
gives of the speedy approach of more genial 
weather. But this is all fancy, and a mere 
statement unsupported by facts. As a body, 
crows do migrate southward every autumn, 
and spend their winter in the Northern, Mid- 
die and Southern United States; and in a 
body they return vorth ward toward the mid- 
die or latter part of March, or early portion 
of April. But while the majority thus mi- 

te, small parties of the birds or single in- 
ividuals remain around most of our villages 
and cities, feeding upon refuse matter 
which, during such seasons, is collected in 
heaps in our fields, oron the ice of our 
rivers. Consequently the first crow” seen 
is no sign of approach of spring, but 
rather perhaps ot existing mild open weather, 
when birds are tempted to roam more 
than is their wont during the severe portions 
of the season. 

On the other hand, I would remark that, 
while the advent of the first, second, or even 
third crow may be of no significance as 
touching the speedy arrival of the anxiously 
looked-for spring, yet there are indications of 
some value connected with the arriva! of 
crows asabody. For renee on the date 
at which I am writing (April 6, 1880), crows 
have for the first time this 
been seen in numbers. It is a balmy, 
spring-like day, but has deen pre- 
ceded by an entry of April more re- 
sembling March with its storms and bluster. 
Weeks ago the newspaper recorded the ar- 
rival of the crows,’’ but since then the rail- 
ways have been again blockaded, and the 
mercury has once again fallen to 8 degrees. 
Now, however, the scene has changed, the 
breeze, though still cool, smacks of spring, 
and, with this agreeable change, comes the 
first steady flight of crows to the northward. 
On they come by twos, threes, fours, and oth- 
er ever-varying numbers. They do not settle 
down on the refuse heaps on our river,—sti)l 
fast ice-locked,—but continue, on steady 
wing, and at considerable hight, their an- 
nual route. Of course, numbers of individ- 
uals remain with us, as they do at other 
poiuts to the southward of us; but, notwith- 
standing. we record the fact—namely: the 
northward ** flight of the crows,” and, 
with a breath of relief, double windows are 
thrown off,—happy were we could these with 


season 


safety be forever left off,—and Heaven’s : 


pure, glorious, revivifying air once more en- 
ters our almost poisonous, though may be 
gilded and frescoed, dwellings. Now, but 
not before this, can we say, “Spring has 
come.“ 

OTHER. BIRDS. 

Almost simultaneously is the arrival of the 
song sparrow, robin, bluebird, kinglets, 
»ewee, cowbird, blackbird, and swallow. It 
s difficult to state which has the priority 
next to the crow. The song sparrow, with 
- majority of people, has the credit 
of being the “first arrival,” but I have 
long since found out that “the people,” asa 
majority, do not ebserve for themselves, but 
merely adopt what “people” have thought 
and said before without ag gg The 
song sparrow certainly arrives early, and so 
does the robin; but there are many years in 
which the cowbird anu red-winged blackbird 
are days in advance of either ot the foymer 


irds. 

The ornithologist’s note-book varies each 
year in its “Spring Arrival“ page. As the 
weather has been and is, so are the arrivals 
regulated. The birds do not come on fixed 
and annually recurring dates that can be laid 
down as the rule for the respective species, 
but arrive just as the weather permits them, 
be this advanced or backward. 

1 would state here that, to my way of 
thinking, the robin should be left out of con- 
sideration entirely, in the formation of our 
lists of spring arrivals, as this bird’ has been 
observed during nearly every one of the win- 
ter months, and really is only entirely absent 
when the season has 1 more than usually 
severe. 

Occasionally the swallows arrive ahead of 
all other species, but such flights only illus- 
trate how little these birds know about the 
weather, beyond that by which they are im- 
mediately surrounded. For again and again 
have I recorded, after such premature ar- 
rivals, severe relapses of the weather, with 
cold and snow-storms. The explanation of 
such an error on the part of the swallow is 
simple. For experience has taught us that 
most of the severe relapses occurring both in 
the sp and fall months are immediately 
preceded y unusually fine and miid weather, 
—in fact, weather breeders,“ as the old 
saw has it.—just asin mid-winter many of 
our cold dips are, by what weather observ- 
ers term, “church steeples,” or unusually high 
and abrupt rises of the mean or maximum 
line of temperature. Thus, when toward 
springtime, or when spring should de, such 
a period of balmy, spring-iike weather sud- 
denly vccurs, over, perhaps, an extensive 
area of country, the swallows are complete- 
ly ws gene — Ay and starting on their north- 
ward mig only find out their error 
when struck by some of the wintry blasts 
and driving snow-storms yet left ia the bag 
of Old Boreas.” : 

In fine, birds, either considered as a whole 
or as individuals, 


DO NOT AFFORD US ANY CLEW OF VALUE 
to the making out of the weather prob- 
lem.” They know bad weather when it 
comes; so do we. They fly before it and find 
better quarters, while we poor mortals, as a 
majority, have to grin and bearit. In by far 
the —— number of cases the movements 
of the birds and the changes of the weather 
are too simultaneous to permit of ovr at- 
taching any weight to the arrival and sap- 
pearance of our winter visitors; but, on the 
other hand, there are times when, could we, 
we would most assuredly warn these birds 
of many a “relapse of the weather” yet to 
come, concerning which, it may easily be 
perceived, ee remain blissful! ignorant. 
—— during which they often perish in num-

Second Convention of the Nation · 
* al Association. 


Description of Problems Met with in 
this Interesting Business. 


The Merits of Steel Wire and Spark Arrestors— 
Cables and Underground Lines. 


The National Telephone Exchange Association 
convened yesterday morning in club-room No. 
4 of the Grand Pacific Hotel. The members of 
this Association are composed of companies and 
individuals holding exchange licenses or author- 
ity trom the American Bell Telephone Company. 
There are fifty-two active members on the roll. 
operating exchanges in 189 cities. The Presi- 
dent, Mr. George L. Phillips, of Boston, occupied 
the chair. Mr. Morris F. Tyler, of New Haven, 
Conn., acting as Secretary, and there were some 
125 members present. The roll was called but 
not perfected, and the first business was the re- 
ception of applications for membership, several 
of which were filed. 

The Chair announced that 

THE AMENDMENT OF THE CONSTITUTION 
was next in order. An amendment was pro- 
posed, as Sec. 8 ot Art. XIV., providing that the 
Association may by a majority of the votes of 
all members levy assessments for any purpose. 
It was provided that members might vote in 
person or by proxy, and the amendment was 


carried. 

Capt. Hodge offered an amendment to Art. 
XVI., providing that the constitution may be 
amended by a two-thirds majority at any meet- 
ing, sixty days notice ot the change having been 
given. eamendment prevailed. 

Mr. Metzger offered an amendment providing 
a new basis of representation. The amendment 
provided that each Exchange having not less 
than 100 subscribers should cast one vote, not less 
than 500 two votes, not less than three 
votes, not less than 2,000 four votes, not less 
than 3.500 five votes—tive being the maximum. 

Mr. Haskell said this would wipe out all the 
little pnes, having less than 100 subscribers. The 
amendment was laid on the table. 

Mr. Cherry moved that the order of business 
of the Niagara Convention be adopted so fur as 
practicabie. So ordered. 

It was ordered that the report of the preced- 
ing Convention should be sold to members at 50 
cents and to others at $1 per copy. 

Capt. Hodge suid that the reportof the Com- 
mittee on Laws was not fully prepared, and 
asked further time. 

The Committee on Central Offices and Ap- 
paratus was not ready to report. 

THE COMMITTEE ON LINE CONSTRUCTION 

AND MAFPNTENANCE 

reported verbally through Mr. Robs that experi- 
ments bad been made with steel wire, which 
possessed greater tensile strength than galvan- 
ized iron wire, was lighter and better in many 
ways, and not so liable to get out of order. 
No. 14 steel wire was about equal in strength to 
No. 12 galvanized iron wire, and afforded better 
opportunities of turning corners. Steel was 
lighter, cheaper, and did not sag. The matter 
of resistance made little or no difference. 

Mr. Haskins, of Chicago, said that he bad used 
steel wire for river-crossings, but fonni that as 
soon as the .valvanized surface wore off, steel 
deteriorated three times as rapidly as iron. He 
therefore thought steel should note used in 
cities where there was much sülphureted 
hydrogen. The question of conductivity did 
not enter into the matter. 

Mr. Sargent, of Philadeiphia, said that they 
used No. Ii wire, and thought much of their 
success was consequent upon that. 

Mr. Ross said be bad not considered it to be 
economical to string any finer wire than No. 14. 
He thought that in an average town the life of 
No. H ste@i wire would be eight to ten years. 

Mr. Durant indorsed what Mr. Haskins said 
about theranid deterioration of steel wire in 
smoky cities, and instanced cases in St. Louis. 
He also promised members opportunities of in- 
specting a model of a derrick for raising poles. 

Mr. Sclater, of Canada, said that pear the sen- 
coast they had been compelled to substitute No, 
10 for No. 2 wire, in consequence of the action 
of salt upon it. 

Several delegates agreed that steel wire sut- 
fered rapidly in smoky towns. 

Mr. Ross said the use of small steel wire gave 
the freatest freedom from imducuon. 

Another delegate had found the talking quali- 
ties of steel superior. 

Mr. Eckert said that in Cincinnati sixty hours 
would change the golor of a new wire and assim- 
late it to the oid stock. 

Mr. Sargent said that in Philadeiphia the 
“stretchers” were 500 feet, and they had no 
difficulty. with such lengths. 

Mr. Vail said he believed very fine wire could 
‘be used in small cities and where the atmos- 
pbere was very dry. A fine wire exposed less 
surface to sleet storms, and was better for that 
reason, as well as easier to replace in case of 
* 

Mr. Wiley, of New York, gave his experience 
of sleet storms in that city. The No. v. No. II. 
and No. 12 wires all bruke down about the same 
time. ’ 

Mr. Haskins agreed that inasieet storm the 
size of wire maue little difference. Steel would 
resist sleet better than iron. 

Mr. Ross recommendea the use of 2x6 cross- 
arms as most convenient. 

Mr. Speed, of Louisville, asked for informa- 
tion as to the comparative merits of lass and 
porcelain insulators. 

The Chair said it was generally understood 
that porcelain insulators were the best, and 
nothing but their greater gost had prevented 
their general introduction inthis country. 

Mr. Haskins said there wasagreat citference 
between porcelain knobs and insulators of the 
same material. 

The report of the Committee was adopted, and 
the Association took a recess until 2 p. i;.

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AFGHANISTAN. 


Shall the British Stay or Go—That 
Is the Question. 


Sentiment of the Native Indian Press—It 
Opposes Retreat from Oandahar. 


Dispatches to London Times. 

CANDAHAR, March 20.—All is now ready for 
the march of the entire torce at the shortest 
notice, some 2,000 carts having arrived from 
Sibi and made up the requisit carriage. But 
there is no symptom of an immediate move or 
of the establishment of any local government. 
Ayoob’s envoys are still here, but they bave as 
yet had only two interviews with Col. St. John, 
and it may, therefore, be assumed that nothing 
has yet taken place in the way of negotiations 
in that quarter. Arumorin the city, which till 
lately favored Ayoob’s pretensions, now has it 
that the Ameer's troops are on their way here 
from Cabul; but, beyond the fact of his having 
two regiments at Ghazni, I cannot ascertain that 
there is any solid foundation for the report. 

The country generaily is tranquilly awaiting 
the course of events, and rejoicing in the pros- 
pect of asuperb harvest, the rainfall this win- 
ter having been more abundast and more 
equally distributed than for many years past. 

The question of the pledges to the people of 
Candahar which would 

BE BROKEN BY OUR RETIREMENT 
is, I see, attracting some attention at home. 
They were certainly told that they would not be 
replaced under the Government of Cabul, and 
if, as there is reason to believe, Can- 
dahar be made over to the Ameer, this 
assurance, for promise or pledge it can 
hardly be called, will have been disregarded; 
but such pledges of assurance can only 
be conditional, and must be held canceled by the 
rebellion and hostility of those to whom they 
were given, Seven-cighths of the population of 
the Candahar province are Duranis, of whom 
the vast majority took Ayvob’s part and acqui- 
esced in the rise against us last July, and, if we 
replace them under the rule they dislike, they 
will have no reason to complain of any breach 
of faith on our part. It would, indeed, be a fit 
punishment for their treachery and ingratitude. 

A convoy of invalid European soldiers 
marched for India on the 16th inst. The Eleventh 
Foot, which was to have escorted it, bas been re- 
tained here. 

CALCUTTA, March 20.—It seems to be no longer 
doubtful that the negotiations are completed for 
the transfer of Candabar to Abdurrahman, and 
that our troops are only wait until he is 
strong enough to relieve them. he Amber is 
said to be pushing a small but fairly well equip- 

ed force toward Candagar, but it will probably 
some time before he can hope to hold the 
city against Ayoob Khan without assistance. I 
have in former letters mentioned how strongly 
the withdrawal of the present Government is

and a few extracts from some native papers may 

not be uninteresting as showing that this feeling 

is by no means contined to the English in India. 

The Bombay Chronicle, a native paper published 

in English, says in its issue of Feb. 20: 

“While England is about to recede farther 
from Herat, Russia is busy advancing towards 
Merv and other points of strategic. importance 
ror offensive and defensive purpose in the con- 
test which will one day take plucebetween these 
two Powers for supremacyin tne Kast. The 
Russian statesmen seem to act steadily and de- 
liberately, according to sct plans and actual cir- 
cumstances, whereas the British Ministry runs 
the risk of disregarding the wisdom taugut by 
experience and tue actual turn of events.“ 

The Indian Spectator, an Anglo-native paper 
of Bombay, says in its issue of Feb. 18: 

It is well that Engiand has now become fully 
alive tothe vile natureof the Russian state- 
craft, and itis to be hoped that our statesmen 
now in power will perceive how vital is the ne- 
cessity of the retention of Candahar, for which 
ail well-wishers of India are so anxious. The 
full of Askabad makes even more apparent the 
objective design of Russia, notwithstanding all 
her assurances as to not occupy 2 Merv.“ 

The sume paper, in its issue of March 13, com- 
mences an article on Candahar thus:

The Oudh Akbar, of Lucknow, the leading and 
most widely circulated vernacular paper of 
Northern Iludta, said some time ago: 

“Twice has the rumor of the murder of Ab- 
durrabman spread in India; still we do not 
know for certain whether he is dead or aliv Is 
it wise that we should be so careless? IF we 
have no means of obtaining information about 
State affairs atCabul while our troops are still 
in Southera Afghanistan, the matter will be- 
come worse in the case of our troops being 
withdrawn from Candahar. If we continue as 
careless as at present, we are atraid that Kussia 
will again succeed in sending a mission to 
Cabul.”’ 

The same paper, later date, said: 

“If we withdraw our troops from Candahar 
the Ameer's position will become very dubious, 
and he will not be able to keep himseif on the 
throne without our aid. If we do pot assist him 
he will seek Russian aid.“ P 

The same paper, referring to the capture of 
Geok Tepe, said that the occupation of Merv 
would give Russia

and then asked whether the Turcomans ever 
air cna murdered a Russian Ambas- 
sador. 

Again, on Feb. 8, e same paper said: 

“if our retention of Candabar would induce 
Russia to occupy Merat, will not our retirement 
still more tempt her to do sor The fear ot the 
Kussian advance is no imaginary one. To deny 
that Russia bas designs aguinst Afgntanistan 
would be as absurd as to deny the midday sun. 
In our opinion, the resources of the province 
would be largely developed under our rule, and 
the income would not only suffice for the cost of 
the administration, but would also enable us to 
keep an adequate army there. As regards the 
alleged enmity of the people, it should de ob- 
served that they are already satisfied with the 
veace and order we have establisbed there, 

non their condition is improved by the devel- 
opment of the resourcesof the country and they 
nre admitted to share in the administration, 
they will always remain loyal and never intrigue 
against us.“ 

And on March 14 the same paper referred to 
the recent discussion and said: 

The balance of public opinion is decidedly in 
favor of the retention of Candahbar, but still the 
Government has resolved to abandon it.“ 

The Naiari Azam, ot Moradabad, protested 
aguinst the evacuation of Candahar, giviug 3ix 
reasons, of which tbe chief are that the pro- 
ceedings of Russia in Central Asia could be 
there watched; that the withdrawal

and that “the retention of Candabar would 
afford us an opportunity of impressing the Af- 
gbans with the advantages of our rule ana 
winning their good will. It added that the 
revenue might not at first suffice for the cost of 
the administration, but would be largely in- 
creased fn u short time. 

The Kohinur, of Lahore, the leading Hin- 
dostanee weekly paperinthe Punjab and gen- 
erally considered to be the organ of the Manara- 
jah of Cashmere, strongly urges the retention 
on three grounds: First, we should keep some 
stgutegic point in Afghanistan, and Candabar is 
one of the best; secondly, we may in time re- 
coup ourselves for the cost of the war from its 
revenues: and, thirdly, we can watch affairs at 
Cabul and Herat from there. 

The Bombay Samachar, a vernacular daily pa- 
per of the lurgest circulation in the Bombay 
Presidency, on Feb. 9 said, referring to the Min- 
isterin! statement that the I iaus are not ad- 
vanucing on Merv:

“Russia's object appears to be to extend her 
influence far beyond the conquered countries, 
and it bas been pursued with untiring energy. 
in spite of her professions and promises, it can- 
not be believed tnat she has undergone all the 
trouble to get possession of Central Asia alone. 
The conquest of Khiva has shown that Russia 
does not intend to fulfill her promises to the 
British. She has advanced as far as Merv, whicn 
is the nearest station to Iygdia in her Central 
Asian provinces, and the oBject of her move- 
ments inthe East has become plain. We have 
hitherto objected to the retention of Candahar on 
ninancial grounds ouly, but if it is found that its 
occupation is necessary for the proper defense 
of the country we withdraw opposition.”

EARLY CHICAGO. 


The Long Winter of 1842 Becalled by 
a Lady Who Has Besided Here Since 


That Time. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHIcAGo, April 5.—The present season .so viv- 
idly brings to my mind the first one I passed bere 
that I am inclined to give some of my recol- 
lections of it. Welefi New York Nov. 14, 1842, 
in us lovelyfndian summer weather as ever 
shone, intending to crose Lake Erie in the 
„Great Western,” Capt. Walker, then the finest 
boat on he lakes, advertised to leave Buffalo 
the lith. Through New York State the weather 
continued baimy and mild, till leaving Roches- 
ter by canal-boat to Lockport, thus to Niagara 
Falis, dark clouds and cold winds rose from the 
lake, portending a storm. Fearful of being 
weatherpound we shortened our stay at the 
Falis, reaching Buffajo at tea time. During 
the afternoon and | e storm in- 
creased rapidly, the co becoming 80 
severe that canal-boats froze ia and passengers 
were transferred to wagons several miles out. 
and brought to the botel dripping with sleet and 
sutfering from cold. 1 recall a very pretty 

oung lady returning from tbe East to ber 
— in Cleveland, under the charge of Mr. 
Keeler, then from Albany, sfice resident in 
Milwaukee, as she first appeared to us; her 
lovely face, clear rosy cheeks, bonnet banging 
from her neck, dripping with snow and sieet; 
ber merry laugh. She had traveled miles in an 
open wagon, her courage not dimmed; she glad- 
dened all around her during the evening. There 
were constant arrivals of pit Bore people 
till our numbers reached the twenties, ail intent 
ona trip in the Great Western, which had not 
been sighted, and was not again from that bar- 
bor that season. The storm continued witb un- 
abated fury for ten days: vessels drifted 
into harbor, all hands lashed and frozen 
to the rigging,—ooe vessel having on 
board a family of Jive (passengers) moving 
from Connecticut to Ohio, all dead. Oneof the 
number, a teacher, was found standing bolding 
to the sides of the stairway. Finally, when the 
sun gladdened us, it was dead winter and the 
snow two feet in depth. We arranged, with 
others, to go by stage to Detroit; many returned 
East, but Capt. Stoue. a brave man and skilled 
commander, announced he should start for 
Detroit with his steamer, the Chesapeake, and 
would take all who ventured. Three hundred 
responded, our a among thecrowd. We 
were safely landed in Detroit, after a most tem- 
pestuous trip, on the moruing of the third day. 
baving lain by one nigat at Cleveland on ac- 
count of the storm. I think most of us cared 
little where we landed, as we were so cold and 80 
sick as to be indifferent even to life. 1 can now 

Capt. Stone, muffled from head to foot in 

eavy furs, looking as I. when a child. had im- 
agined Robinson Crusoe to look, command- 
img the crew in such tones and terms 
as fairly awefl me, and made me feel 
we might jusily be ingulfed. All 
who have traveled under his protection can 
readily recall bis genial pleasant manners in fine 
weather, and also that he was equal to all emer- 
gencies. After a hasty landing of (passengers 
and freight at Detroit he returned to winter in 
Cleveland. At the time of our leaving Buffalo, 
the Coustituuon, just repaired and fresbly 
painted, seeming very inviting, started with 150 
passengers for Detroit. Sbe unfortunately went 
ashore at Huron, her passengers beute carried 
to Detroit in sleighs. Winter was fuilys estab- 
lished in Detroit, and without interruption sleigh- 
ing continued tin epring. 1 pass over our 
pleasant sojourn of two months in that city, as it 
is our journey to Chicago l am more interested in 
just now. The raiiroad was then only finished 
to Jackson; our first stop was at Aun Arbor. 
This stop we enjoyed very much, the hotel, then 
kept by Mr. Thompson, being a very comfurtable 
one While there; the Anti-Slavery Society 
held. a convention, which brought to- 
gether many interesting people from 
different parts of the State, among 
them Mr. and Mrs. Kirkland (Mary Clewes) 
known as an accomplished lady and writer; also 
James G. Birney. e were occupying a parior 
with fire, which adjoined two sie¢®ping-rooms, 
one of which we were invited to give Mrs. Kirk- 
land. Having mot ber during our stay in-De- 
troit, we were most happy to do sv, and to this 
day I recall vividly her delightful companion- 
ship. I gained from her practical life lessons I 
have never lost, aud sucha fund of mirth she 
had that we coyld bave willingly remained any 
length of time. Wenevyer met again; she has 
passed away. 

Atter remaining ten days we sent our luggage 
by stage to Chicago, and, taking sleian and 
horse, wrapping ourselves warmly, urted for 
that city at our leisure. the weather cold that 
not a drop fell from the eaves of bouses iu mid- 
day’s clear sun. Stopping in Jackson one day, 
Marshall the same, we reached Kalama- 
200 jn a snow-storm, and remained 
ten days, the snow falling all the time. 
Houses then in the country were very few, 
fads cut through the woods leaving the stumps, 
making our mode of Conveyance rather peril- 
ous, as Our horse was gay and easily startied. 
We decided to dispose of him, and arranged with 
a Mr. Jennings wo has died this winter), be be- 
ing acyguainted with the roads and houses com- 
fortable as stopping places, to bring us to Niles. 
Our rest at Kalamazoo was most refreshing 
baving found every comfort needed, a vd 
table included, also pleasant company in East- 
ern traveling gentiemen, who, like us, were 
awaiting a clear day. After a ten days’ stay, we 
started in a very comfortable box sleigh, in furs, 
heated planks, and bountifully filled lunch bas- 
kets. Our traveling companion proved not only 
a saute guide, but an intelligent, agreeable gen- 
tieman. He knewevery house havimg attrac- 
tions for hungry and cold travelers. Westopped 
the first night at a hamlet called yke- 
town, being well fed and roomed, sleep- 
ing, soundiy in a room. where was a 
freshly-slaughtered hog of immense size, put 
there to keep from free solid. It did not 
disturb us in the least; w@@o0ked upon it as a 
necessary . — of surrounding circum- 


tances. The following day our guide haited at 
one-room log-house. E tidy iady 


came to greet us with a ly-cooked nof 
dougunuts. Yankee-ligpg,—she proving of New 
Engiand origin. We passed a night at Niles, 
thea having about 1,50 inhabitants. There we 
parted from our genial 
for another with similar equipments, who 
proved equally competent, bringing us safely 
to Michigan City. the weather bein extremely 
cold and (be snow two feet deep. Pais city we 
iound mostly a pile of sand, with a good hotel 
ang very tew other buildings of any size. At 
the hotel we saw several interesting people, who 
ha ve since been among Chicago's must prosper- 
ous citizens. After a night's rest, we started 
again, and, as we hoped, on our last day's jour- 
ney for Chicago. The country was too desolate 
to give much entertainment, and the nov- 
elty of our trip was gone.
